Cambodia’s brand of revolution 


BELGRADE (AP) — Cambodia's brand of revolo 
tton means a land where money has been abo¬ 
lished. cities deserted, fashion reduced to one black 
suit issued by the state annually to each person—and 
where tt Is hard to get girls to smile, Yugoslav jour 
ns lists report 

Reporters from this Communist country were the 
first foreign journalists admitted to Cambodia since 
the 1975 Communist takeover of the Indochinese na 
non e i 8.4 million persons. 

In a story published Tuesday after a two-week visit, 
Dragoslav Rancic, correspondent of the Belgrade 
daily Polidka. described life on the Leaj Bo eo-oper 
ative in the southern Takeo province. Its 10,000 rest 
dents come from the now empty city of Takeo 

They are among several million city dwellers or 
dered Into rural areas, leaving behind empty or near 


empty cities by the Khmer Rouge authorities, who 
have renamed the country Kampuchea. 

The new government explains the massive re 
settlement as a move to foil a U S. plan aimed 
at “destroying our revolution.” 

In an earlier report. Rancic described the capital 
Phnom Penh, a once bustling city of 2 million 
persons. 

It is now a bureaucratic centre with an esti¬ 
mated 20,800 population—the national bank a heap 
of nibble, the library a storehouse, no public mail 
system, no cars, and where the eight remaining, 
mainly Communist, foreign embassies have no tel 
ephone linkup with the foreign ministry. 

At Leaj Bo. one of the agricultural co-operatives 
that comprise the basic social and political units of 


the new society, wrote Rancic. there appeared to he 
no food shortage 

Explaining that everyone was equal, officials told 
him the state issues each person with 708 pounds of 
rice, 14 pounds of salt and a black suit annually. 

Co-operatives exchange products at state-deter 
mined rates, there is no money in circulation, and 
the currency, the riel. Is used only for “accounting 
books," Rancic reported 

Rancic said he met 850 of the Leaj Bo res¬ 
idents In a crowded hall, men and women seated se¬ 
parately. 

“We had certain problems in trying to induce the 
girls to smile while we were taking pictures." 
Rancic wrote. 

The most impressive projects. Rancic reported, 
were dozens of dams and irrigation systems being 
built by workers in “mobile brigades ”

appears to be a trouble free 

Hydro and the three unions 
battling for new contracts 
have agreed to meet next 
Tuesday and union officials 
have indicated it Is highly 
unlikely any job action will be 
taken in the meantime 

“I certainly wouldn't ex¬ 
pect It/* said Mike Flem¬ 
ming, president of the Vic- 
toria local of the 
Amalgamated Transit Union. 
“It wouldn't appear too sen¬ 
sible at this time ” 
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week. 

Fred Trotter, president of 
the major B.C. local of the 
Office and Technical Employ¬ 
ees Union, agreed. It was 
Trotter’s job to try to set op 
a meeting with Hydro lor the 
three unions after 3,588 ATU 
members went back to work 
without a new contract Mon¬ 
day, halting what had been a 
one-week transit strike in Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver. 

With both Hydro and the 
provincial government pre¬ 
pared to sit back and let the 
strike continue, ATU officials 
said the union found itself in a 
“no win’* position. 

There were indications of a 
change in strategy that would 
include various types of job 
action, but union officials 
have dismissed this as “noth¬ 
ing more than suggestions.” 

If any of the suggestions 
do develop into specific ac¬ 
tions, it woo’t likely occur 
now until after the represen¬ 
tatives of the three unions 
have met with Hydro repre¬ 
sentatives, including general 
manager J.N. Olsen. 

Olsen has said Tuesday's 
meeting won’t spell a begin¬ 
ning to a new round of nego¬ 
tiations. 

Trotter said the purpose of 
the meeting is to “review the 
situation and discuss the cur¬ 
rent impasse.” The Easter 
holiday weekend was the rea 
son for the delay, he said. 

Various issues remain 
unresolved for the ATU, 
OTEU and one local of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers. 

In the case of the transit 
employees, the problem re¬ 
volves around hours of work 
and control of the spa reboard, 
a system under which work is 
assigned in peak transit 
. hours.

LONDON (Reuteri — Brit 
ain will use the enormous 
revenues from North Sea oil 
to create a “fair, prosperous 
and tolerant Britain," mainly 
through industrial invest¬ 
ment and tax cuts. Prime 
Minister James Callaghan 
said Tuesday. 

In a white paper detailing 
how the government intends 
to spend its oil bonanza, Cal¬ 
laghan effectively came 
down on the side of more 


conservative members of his 
Labor Party by advocating 
tax cuts and industrial in¬ 
vestment over expanded wel¬ 
fare spending advocated by 
some left-wingers. 

The prime minister, intro¬ 
ducing the long awaited 
white paper, said the North 
Sea oil funds were Britain's 
best chaiice since the Second 
World War to modernize its 
industry and regain competi¬ 
tiveness on world markets. 


turn would enable the govern 
ment to introduce genuine 
tax cuts.

UNITED NATIONS 
(Reuter) — The Security 
Council on Tuesday night ap¬ 
proved a proposal by UN Sec¬ 
retary-General Kurt Wald¬ 
heim to send troops from 
France. Norway. Iran and 
Nepal to form the vanguard 
of the new UN Force in Leba 
non (UN1FIL). 

The first contingent, a rein¬ 
forced company of about 150 
to 200 Iranian troops, is ex¬ 
pected to move into the area 
today, a UN spokesman said. 

UNIFIL was established by 
the Security Council on Sun¬ 
day to oversee the withdraw¬ 
al of Israeli troops who in¬ 
vaded southern Lebanon last 
week following a Palestinian 
guerrilla attack on a bus in 
Israel in which more than 30 
civilians died. 

Earlier Tuesday, Israel an¬ 
nounced a unilateral cease¬ 
fire in the area.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and President Carter 
opened their two day crisis 
summit with grim formality 
Tuesday and held overtime 
talks on the disputes beset 
ting U.S.-Israeli relations 
In welcoming remarks that 
seemed cool and strained on 
both sides, the two leaders 
made the customary pledges 
of devotion to the the search 
for Middle East peace but 
indicated that process has 
been badly damaged by the 
Palestinian terrorist attack 
in Tel Aviv and Israel’s inva¬ 
sion of Lebanon. 

They conferred for two 
hours and 10 minutes in the 
Oval Office — nearly an hour 
longer than scheduled for the 
first meeting — before Begin 
left for meetings with House 
and Senate foreign policy 
leaders.

BREST, France (AP) — Millions more gallons of 
oil poured through new holes in the tanks of the 
supertanker Amoco Gadiz, raising doubts that a plan 
to pump the shattered ship dry could ever be 
carried out. 


An official French report 
Tuesday night said all the oil 
pollution is within five kilo¬ 
metres of the north Brittany 
coast and extending about 96 
kilometres east of the wreck 
into the English Channel to 
the Bay of Lannion 
With more stormy weather 
on the way, the situation was 
described as "grim" by a 
source close to the ship’s U S. 
owner. 

The tanker already has 
spilled between 20 million 
and 38 million gallons of its 
55-million-gallon cargo along 
the northwest coast of 
France, said Admiral Jac¬ 
ques Coulondres, command 
erof the anti-pollution efforts 
here 

Earlier reports put ihe 
cargo at nearly 68 million 
gallons. 

A French navy spokesman 
said several of the vessel’s 15 
tanks were breached by 
Tuesday’s rough seas, in ad 
dition to four that had broken 
earlier. There was no reliable 
estimate how much addition 
al oil the new breaks would 
release or of how much they 
still contained 
Next Sunday high spring 
tides will almost cover the 
wreck, forcing a halt to any 
pumping operations that 
have started by then 
American Oil Co. officials 
whose subsidiary’ owns the 
ship refused to agree or dis¬ 
agree with a claim by the 
West German tug company 
that attempted to rescue (he 
tanker. The tug company 
said all possible efforts had 
been made, but were defeat¬ 
ed by the forces of nature 
There have been charges 
the towing of the disabled 
ship may have been delayed 
while the captains of the two 
vessels haggled over a towing 
price. 

The Bugsier Towing Co. of 
Hamburg called the reports 
“unqualified slander" and 
said the tug helped the disa 
bled ship for two. hours with 
out agreeing on a price. 

Gale-fprce winds and 
waves scouring the beaches 
were cleaning most of the 
polluted coast south of the 
wreck but a huge oil slick w as 
being washed onto the north 
Brittany coast near Roscoff 
at the mouth of the English 
Channel. 

It has not been determined 
what effect, if any, this will 
have on the region's fishing 
industry , which is threatened 
by the spill. 

About 25 British and 
French vessels sprayed oil 
patches at sea but Coulondres 
said little could be done to 
combat the coastal pollution 
as the chemical dispersants 
used at sea were banned 
close in for ecological rea 
sons.

EST Tuesday in a highly seis 
mil* area off the coast of the 
Kuril islands about 180 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of the Japa 
nese island of Hokkaido 
A quake measuring more 
than six on the open-ended 
Richter scale will cause dam 
age to populated areas. But 
the spokesman said because 
of the remoteness of the area, 
no significant damage or in 
juries are likely to have oc 
curred. 


Odyssey by air ends 
*but pilot says ‘uncle’ 


SYDNEY. Australia (AP) - Royal Air 
Force pilot David Cyster landed his anti¬ 
quated biplane at Sydney's International 
Airport today, ending a 16.000-kilometer solo 
flight from Britain Id commemorate the 
first such flight 50 years ago. 

The 37-year-bld Oyster, flying an open- 
cockpit Tiger Moth, was given a heavy es¬ 
cort of private aircraft and helicopters as He 
flew' to Sydney early today from an Aus 
tralian Air Force base north of Sydney 

At Sydney airport. Syster was greeted 
by his wife Cherry, who has been follow¬ 
ing him on his trip. He told reporters he 
would not want to undertake such an adven 
lure again. 

“There'd have to be a jolly good reason 
to do it I’ve thoroughly enjoyed it.” the 


pilot said “I would not have missed it for the 
world, but there’d have to be a good 
reason, my word.’’ 

Cyster, a flight lieutenant in the RAF. 
landed in Darwin on March 11 after a 33-day 
journey from Britain to mark the 50th aimi 
versary of the first such solo flight by Aus 
tralian aviation pioneer Bert Hinkler 

Hinkler had made the same flight in only 
15 and one half days in an Avro biplane, but 
Cyster was repeatedly delayed by weather, 
maintenace on the vintage Tiger Moth 
and what he described at the “form-filling 
required for air travel these days.” 

Cyster told reporters he now is ready to 
go back to work with the RAF, who had 
given him leave for his trip. He and his wife 
will leave Sydney on Saturday and the 
Tiger Moth will follow latpr by sea freight

B.C. can no longer afford tt, chief forester says 


No more forest parks? 


No more forest land should 
be set aside tor parks in B.C.. 
Ted Young, the province s 
chief forester, said Tuesday. 

Young, head of the govern 
ment’s forest service, told 
the annual meeting of the 
woodlands section of the Ca¬ 
nadian Pulp and Paper Asso¬ 
ciation In Montreal that B.C. 
“can no longer afford to set 
aside huge tracts of land for 
single-use preservation ” 

“1 am referring to parks, 
wilderness areas, etc ,” 
Young said. A copy of his 


speech was distributed in ad¬ 
vance. 

“Not only can we no longer 
afford to do so, but such lux¬ 
ury is absolutely unneces¬ 
sary. We have not only 19 
million acres in parks al¬ 
ready but... a further 27 
million acres in alpine forest 
and scrub timber. 

“These 27 million acres 
form the greatest natural re¬ 
creational playground Imag¬ 
inable. Do not forget there is 
a further 54 million acres In 
barren, alpine and swamp. 1 
maintain that British Colum¬ 


bia already has 91 million 
acres of wild land that will 
never be touched by logging 
or industrial activity, except 
possibly a little mining. 
v “There is sufficient un¬ 
touched wild land that all an¬ 
imal species should be secure 
if wise game regulations and 
management is practised.” 

Young gave the speech 
when Forest Minister Tom 
Waterland was unable to 
travel to Montreal. Water- 
land was unavailable for 
comment on whether he 
•greed with Youngs re¬ 


marks and on whether they 
constituted government poli¬ 
cy. 

The head of the forest ser¬ 
vice’s information division. 
Hugh Lyons, said in Victoria 
Tuesday that he didn’t know 
if Young was articulating 
government policy in the 
Montreal speech. 

“That’s what Ted said, and 
if that’s what he said, he’s the 
chief forester,” Lyons said.

MOSCOW (UPI) - The So¬ 
viet Union, the world’s lar 
gest oil producer, this week 
funded a call for energy 
conservation that may mark 
the start of a major national 
campaign promoted by 
President Leonid Brezhnev 
The official Communist 
Party daily Pravda reported 
Tuesday that leading Soviet 
officials, engineers and de 
signers were summoned to a 
special meeting Monday at 
Communist Party Central 
Committee headquarters 
Pravda said that Politburo 
member Andrei P Kirilenko 
—citing an unpublished 
speech Brezhnev made to a 
Central Committee plenum 
on Dec. 13—called for rapid 
development of lighter and 


more efficient engines. 

"Kirilenko also put 
forward the task to spread 
wide the movement for an 
economic and thrifty attitude 
toward the use of fuels and oil 
in all branches of the econ¬ 
omy," Pravda said 
Western diplomatic 
sources said the fact that the 
Central Committee was tak¬ 
ing up and publicizing such a 
specific low-level concern as 
engine efficiency would give 
a push to the energy con.ser- 
vation campaign taking 
shape in the Soviet Union. 

On March 13. a Central 
Committee meeting passed a 
resolution directing a nation 
a I energy conservation effort 
In the last week. Pravda 
and Izvestia have given in¬ 


creasing coverage to energy 
conservation successes and 
failures. 

The Soviet Union is the 
world’s largest producer of 
oil. In 1976, it pumped 3.tt 
billion barrels of oil from its 
wells, compared with 3.OS 
billion barrels produced by 
Saudi Arabia and 2.97 billion 
by the United States. 

Western intelligence ana¬ 
lysts forecast a levelling off 
of Soviet oil production in the 
next few years while un¬ 
checked growth of energy 
consumption could eat up 
surpluses by the late 1980s 

On March 1, the Soviet gov 
eminent abruptly doubled 
tha price of gasoline from ft* 
cents a gallon to $1 10 a gal 
Ion. 


Alberta’s surplus 
impressive total 


EDMONTON (CP) — Al¬ 
berta's total accumulated 
operating surplus to the end 
of 1977. combined with the 
Heritage Savings Trust 
Fund, equals almost one-half 
the federal deficit of $8.8 mil 
lion disclosed last month by 
federal Finance Minister 
Jean Chretien. 

Two interim reports re 
leased Tuesday show that the 
$4 billion total Is also about 
S200 million more than the 
provincial government needs 
in order to pay its bills for the 
1978-79 fiscal year. 

Figures released In the 
third-quarter investment re 
port of the Heritage Fund and 
the operating statement for 
the government’s first nine 
months of expenditures in 
1977-78 do not include all the 
government’s anticipated 
wealth 

An increase of $697.2.mil 
lion during the three-month 
periods ending last Dec. 31 is 
shown In the Heritage Fund 
report from Provincial Trea- • 
surer Merv Leitch. This 
brings the fund to within 
$500,000 of $3 billion. Oil and 
Natural Gaa royalties for the 
current quarter have not 
been addedlb the fund. 

The nine-month operating 
statement from provincial. 


auditor Douglas Rogers 
shows a surplus to the end of 
1977 of almost $151.7 million 
Added to past years of excess 
funds there were almost 
$945.8 million in the surplus 
account. 

That figure represents the 
actual cash the government 
had in its vaults on that date 
and does not reflect substan¬ 
tial amounts owed but not yet 
paid. 

The 1977-78 third-quarter 
surplus compares to a 1164- 
million deficit at the same 
time a year ago. Despite that 
early deficit the province re¬ 
corded a surplus of $496.4 
million by the end of March 


1977. 

This year, the $151.7-mil¬ 
lion is the first portion of an 
expected budget surplus of 
$691 million. After $44 million 

in non-budget items are paid, 
the surplus for 1977-78 la ex¬ 
pected to be $647 million 

During the three-month pe¬ 
riod covered in the Heritage 
Fund report, $4.7 million was 
loaned to New Brunswick, $55 
million was Invested in Al¬ 
berta Housing Corporation 
debentures and $63.8 million 
was placed in Alberta invest¬ 
ments. Almost $27.5 million 
was poured into on-going cap¬ 
ital projects during the quar 
ter.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia 
(UPI) — Prime Minister Ian 
Smith and three moderate 
black leaders Tuesday 
formed the interim govern¬ 
ment that is to ease Rhodesia 
toward black majority rule 
by the end of the year. 

Bishop Abel Muzorewa, 
Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole and 
tribal chieftan Jeremiah 
Chirau were sworn into the 
cabinet in ceremonies con¬ 
ducted at Smith’s “Indepen 
dence House” residence. 

Together, they officially 
formed the Executive Coun¬ 
cil that is to govern Rhodesia 
until the transition to black 
majority rule Dec. 31. 

After the ceremonies, 
Smith and the three black 
leaders met to work out the 
details of the ministerial cab¬ 
inet they will form next week 
to complete the machinery of 


lowed by Chirau, Sithole and 
Muzorewa. 

To conform with existing 
laws, the three black politi¬ 
cians were sworn in as minis¬ 
ters without portfolio — and 
had to swear allegiance to 
Rhodesia under the terras of 
its 1969 constitution. 

Asked how he felt about 
swearing allegiance to Rho¬ 
desia, Muzorewa replied: “a 
bit uneasy except that Is 
something that we have to do 
to reach our goal.”

OTTAWA (UPI) - Cana¬ 
da’s economic growth may be 
a moderate 4.5 per cent in 
1978 while unemployment 
will remain above eight per 
cent and inflation will top 7.5 
per cent, the Conference 
Board In Canada forecast 
Tuesday. 

“Although the expected 
performance ... shows an im¬ 
provement over the record of 
the past several quarters, ec¬ 
onomic growth will still fall 
short of its potential,” said 
Dr. Lawrence Murphy. 

“Consequently, the unem¬ 
ployment rate is forecast to 
remain above the eight- per¬ 
cent level throughout 1978.” 

The Conference Board said 
consumer prices were ex¬ 
pected to rise by 7.5 per cent. 
“However, between the end 
of 1977 and the end of 1978, the 
rate of increase should be 
closer to 6 per cent.” 

The independent research 
and analysis organization 
forecast.a 4.5-per-cent in¬ 
crease in real gross national 
product in 1978, following a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 3.2 per cent in the 
fourth quarter of 1977. 

In its first quarterly fore¬ 
cast for 1978, the board said it 
appeared there would be a 
“significant improvement” 
in the nation’s trade balance 
in 1978 and that would pro¬ 
vide the basic economic stim¬ 
ulus. 

It said continued recovery 
of the U.S. economy and de¬ 


preciation of the Canadian 
dollar would spur “rapid ex¬ 
port growth,” while a weak¬ 
ness in domestic demand and 
the higher cost of Imported 
goods would lower Imports. 

It said the Improved trade 
balance would lead to “sub¬ 
stantial improvement” in the 
nation’s international pay¬ 
ments position. “In constant 


dollar terms, Canada’s net 
export position will improve 
by nearly $900 million in 
1978.” 

A rise of 4.2 per cent In 
personal spending would be 
“generally supportive” of ec¬ 
onomic growth, but business 
investment would Increase 
by only one per cent, it said.

Terror rampant 
in Addis Ababa 


LONDON (AFP) — The 
Times reports that the 
streets of Addis Ababa are 
Strewn with the victims of 
officially-inspired assassina¬ 
tions. 

“Red terror openly incited 
by the Ethiopian government 
has gone through Addis 
Ababa like a fury,” a Times 
correspondent wrote in a 
front page report. 

At times, a note may ap¬ 
pear next to a corpse saying: 
‘Sorry, this killing was due to 
a mistaken identity.' ” 

A number of the victims 
were young people killed in 
front of their parents “as an 
example,” it says. 

The city is divided into 300 
subdistricts, each with a pris 
on and armed guards roam 
ing about with authority to 
kill. “If each subdistrict ha; 
only eight to 10 armed 1 


guards, this makes a total of 
some 3,000 authorized kill¬ 
ers,” the report says. 

Less than a fortnight ago. 
the Times report says, armed 
men entered a mosque and 
fired indiscriminately around 
them, killing at least 25 per 
sons.

THE WORST oil tanker spill in history i* pushing 
thick crude onto the French coast and it will be 
an even greater disaster if Canada cannot learn 
from the lessons offered to us free by this 

tragedy . 

As much as 230.000 tons of crude oil are 
painting the coast of Brittany. Is there anyone 
who believes the same monster volume of black 
poison could not as easily be shoved onto the 
shore at Gordon Head or Metchosin or Bazan 
Bay or Sooke — or all of them together? 

The entire story of the tanker Amoco Cadiz 
has yet to be told but already there are some 
obvious questions we should be asking ourselves 

Reports to date are that the Incident began 
when the steering gear of the giant tanker failed 
What help is at hand in our narrow waters 
when the same sort of failure occurs** 

There are also reports that towing of the 
Amoco Cadiz w as delayed while her skipper and 
the German towboat master called by the tanker 
to the scene argued terms of salvage and limits 
of liability. The argument was taken out of their 
hands when the weather worsened and the tow 
line parted. 

Salvage rates in such critical aituations are 
certainly the sort of Issue which can be settled — 
by law if necessary — In advance or later. What 
salvage rules prevail if the same situation arises 
a few miles off Brotchie Ledge? 

The Amoco Cadiz did not ask French naval 
headquarters in Brest for emergency aid until 
the tanker was already aground. What regula 
tions govern the actions of masters in our waters 
who find themselves in emergency situations? 
Are the rules known and clear to ail skippers and 
are there sufficient penalties to ensure they are 
followed'* 

After the Amoco Cadiz broke in two on the 
rocks, pumping equipment was assembled in 
hopes of salvaging the crude in an undamaged 
tank. But with pumps ready, came a delay of 
several days for rocks around the wreck to be 
charted so small tanker* could be brought along¬ 
side 

Are our charts good enough to avoid that 
problem? If not, is anything being done about it? 

Whatever happened to the Amoco Cadiz 
could happen — and probably will — to a similar 
vessel in the Strait of Juan de Fuca sooner or 
later. Federal authorities have a golden opportu 
nitv to take specific steps in advance Are they, 
and if not. will they?

Most dramatic has been die reduc 
non in deaths on the highways since the 
first federal-provincial co-operative 
program on mad safety began in 1974 
The previous year there had been 
6.708 fatalities across Canada By 197* 
the number had dropped to 5.292 — the 
first downward trend in the history’ of 
Canadian motoring 

Preliminary figures for 1977. the 
fourth year of the program, estimate 
that 5,300 people died — a decrease of 
about two per cent in the rate from 1979 
The success is attributed to better 
seatbelts, more people wearing them 
lower speed limits, highway improve 
ments and more “crash-worthy" vehi 
rles on the road 

Hie curve is expected to turn upward 


again soon, however, unless new mea 
sure* are taken. Possibilities include 
increased emphasis on pedestrian and 
child safety, seatbelts and roadside 
breathalyrer teats. 

Alcohol abuse remains a major ele 
ment in about 40 per cent of driver 
fatalities.

Why the Soviet campaign 
against the neutron bomb 


LONDON — If your only 
source of information were 
Pravda and the main evening 
news on Moscow television 
you would now believe that 
the entire world Is in open 
revolt against the 
“super-capitalist’ neutron 
bomb. 

America's proposed new 
weapon, it would seem, has 
mobilized the “broad masses 
of peace-loving people" in 
every country against this 
“cannibalistic nuclear device 
that kills people, but leaves 
property intact " 

The Soviet propaganda 
campaign has become 
shriller by ihe month. In 
early January President 
Brezhnev wrote to leaders of 
all the main NATO countries, 
warning that the neutron 
bomb jeopardized detente it 
self. When Britain’s Prime 
Minister Jim Callaghan sup^ 
ported the weapon openly last 
month, he was attacked for 
“pushing the world to cala 
mity." 

The propaganda has not 
worked, however The l S 
will probably announce its 
decision to go ahead w ith pro 
duction of the neutron bomb 
in the latter part of April, a) 
though It will still require 
congressional approval 

The neutron bomb Is essen 
tially a tiny atomic bomb 
with almost all its blast ef 
fects suppressed, and the en 
ergy converted instead into 
deadly nhort-range radiation 
It is not really a bomb it is 
designed for use in artillery 
shells and Lance tactical mis 
siles. and is intended for bat 
flefleld use against dispersed 
Russian tank formation*

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side their armor by direct 
netitron radiation that de¬ 
stroys the brain. There is no 
long-lasting radioactive fall 
out, and the blast is equiva 
lent to only a few hundred 
pounds (kg) of conventional 
high explosive. 

By contrast, existing ‘’tac¬ 
tical" nuclear weapons have 
an explosive power of 
20-50.000 tons of TNT. They 
won’t disable any more tanks 
than a neutron bomb (since 
tanks are largely blast-'* 
proof), but they will destroy 
buildings and kill unprotect 
ed civ Ilians over an area very 
many times larger. There are 
now about 12.000 of these 
older “tactical” nuclear 
mtpam la Europe 

The largely unspoken as 
sumption behind the neutron 
bomb is that NATO would be 
the first side to use nuclear 
weapon* If the Soviets at 
tacked Western Europe 
They are seen as the only way 
to counterbalance the War 
saw Pact’s 3-to-l superioritv 
in tanks But that means 
using tactical nuclear 
weapons over West Ger 
many, and there is no point in 
defending people if the mean* 
of defence kills them. 

The real reason'fnr the 




Russian campaign against 
the neutron bomb Is that the 
Soviet Union, all by itself, 
owns 40 per cent of all the 
tanks in the world. Its whole 
strategy of rapid offensive 
warfare Is built round them 
A weapon that challenges the 
survivability of tank forma 
tions on the battlefield is very 
bad news for the Soviet 
Army. 

The propaganda circus 
about the “property bomb" is 
balderdash, but the neutron 
bomb does raise a serious 
issue. For many years people 
have been concerned to 
maintain the “firebreak" be 
tween conventional and nu 
clear weapons. It is the only 
clear point of decision in an 
escalating military confron¬ 
tation: once you have used 
even the smallest nuclear 
weapon, there is no other ob- 
\ ious stopping place until you 
get up to the city-killers. 

Because the neutron bomb 
does so little damage, it 
would be much easier to de 
cide to use it. But it is a 
nuclear weapon, and once it 
is used you have crossed the 
“firebreak." Many experts 
argue that therefore it should 
not be produced 

The best solution, obvious 
ly. would be an ability to stop 
massed Russian tank forma 
tions without resorting to any 
kind of tactical nuclear 
weapons.

tanks — caught in the pat 
tern. 

The pattern can destroy 
everything within an area of 
\ square mile. In other 
words, it can do everything a 
neutron bomb could, without 
crossing the nuclear thresh 
old

Americans remain keen 
on family way of life 


CAMBRIDGE. Mass - 
Despite rising divorce rates 
and falling birthrates, the 
American family is here to 
stay, say two noted family 
researchers 

Kenneth Keniston. Ma»a 
Chusetts Institute of Technol 
ogy professor of human de 
\elopment. and Mary Jo 
Bane, Harvard associate pro¬ 
fessor of education, agree 
that although most Ameri¬ 
cans now reject the tradition¬ 
al nuclear family, the institu- 
lion of marriage and 
child-rearing remain strong, 
as do the emotional (k"> 
among family members 

The two professors deli 
vered their remarks at a re 
cent Cambridge Forum on 
“Families in the Year 2000 
Demographers predict that 
30 to 40 per cent of the mar 
riages contracted today will 
end in divorce, but remar 
riage rates are remarkably 
high, said Dr. Bane. Today HO 
per cent of the women di¬ 
vorced in America remarry 
within five years. 

**It is not marriage per se 
but their partner that they 
disagree with. Even if Ameri¬ 
cans have two marriages, 
one of them is unlikely to last 
a long time," she added. 

Although the birthrate in 
the U.S. continues to plum 
met and more couples delay 
having children until their 
middle or late 20s. statistic* 
show that most young mar¬ 
ried American adults want 
children. According to Dr 
Bane, 90 per cent of the adult 
American women polled in 
1976 said they expected to 
have at least one child. A 
majority expected to have 
more than one. 

Most Americans do not. 
and will not. grow up in the 
traditional nuclear family 
with a father who works and 
mother who stays home to 
raise the children, says Dr 
Keniston. author of the recent 
book “All Our Children: The 
American Family Under 
Pressure." 

The U.S. will continue to 
see more single-parent fami 
lies, more adopted children, 
and more working mothers 
Professors Keniston and 
Bane further agreed that the 
major change within the 
American family will come in 
the continuing redefinition of 
roles between men and 
women. More women will be¬ 
come breadwinners; more 
men will become “househus- 
bands” or at least play a 
larger role in child rearing. 
“Women won't stand for it 
any other way.” said Dr. 
Bane. 

According to Dr. Keniston. 
more than half the American^ 
women in the labor forct' 
have school-age children, and 
more than one-third have 
pre-school-age children De 
spite the continued shift of 
traditional roles of husband 
as breadwinner and wife as 
child-rearer, he doubted that 
American adults would be 
come increasingly androgyn 
ous. 

“Women will continue to 
bear the larger share of child 
nurturing because of their bi 
ological relationship to small 
children,” said Dr Keniston 
Working women have come 
under attack during periods 
of high unemployment be 
cause of the myth that 
women take jobs primarily to 
buy luxuries that they or 
their families could not nor 
maliy afford, said Dr. Kenis 
ton 

On the contrary, he states: 
One-third of all women who 
work are heads of households 
and most of the other women

take jobs to bring their farm 
ly's income to the average 
standard of living. 

Among other myths ex¬ 
posed during the discussion 
were: first, that fewer chil¬ 
dren are raised by their 
grandparents than in the “old 
days”; second, that children 
without brothers and sisters 
are deprived. 

Dr. Bane said that those 
who grow up as the "‘only 
child" receive more attention 
and often develop more acute 
social skills than those raised 
in large families 

In addition to increased 
longevity producing more 
three-generational families. 
Dr. Keaiston claims that 
grandparents are playing an 
increasing role in child-rear 
Ing. He says that w hen asking 
who takes care of children 
while their parents are work 
ing. surveys show half of the 
children are cared for by rel¬ 
atives. often grandparents 

According to Dr. Bane, new 
statistics show — contrary to 
reports of neglect to the el¬ 
derly — about two-thirds of 
“old and frail" Americans 


are cared for by their own fa 
milies rather than Institu 
tionalized in nursing homes 

The role of government pol 
icy in the development of the 
American family should no( 
be overlooked, says Dr. Ken 
iston. The structure and de 
velopment of the family Is 
directly, athough sometimes 
inadvertently, effected by 
public policies involving wel¬ 
fare. food vouchers, income 
taxes, and even highway con¬ 
struction. 

When It comes to a federal 
family policy. Dr. Keniston 
says Washington has three 
ch o ices: ne g lect (“let fami 
lies fend for themselves”) 
Interference (provide gov 
ernmental services that 
should he offered hv the fami 
ly); and support (“bolstering 
family choices and pul 
ting the final trust with the 
people themselves"). 

The MIT professor pointed 
to a “peculiar alliance" jell 
ing between political right 
and left in protecting familv 
development from “govern 
ment interference.** 

Says Dr. Keniston: “It's a 
pity that family has been • 
conservative issue. Families 
and children are too impor¬ 
tant to he left just to conxer 
vatives "

Church groups In the Unit¬ 
ed States and Canada want 
an end to the aggressive pm 
motion of baby formula prod 
ucts in the Third World. One 
multinational company with 
large Third World sales also 
promotes its baby formula in 
Victoria hospitals. 

An increase in bottle-in¬ 
duced infant deaths, malnu 
tritlon and infant disease in 
developing countries is being 
blamed on massive sales 
campaigns encouraging wo¬ 
men around the world to 
abandon breastfeeding for 
bottiefeedlng—a more expen¬ 
sive. complex and less 
healthful method. 


Promotion of baby-formula 
products to mothers by 
profit-minded corporations 
has led to the action by 
church and public interest 
groups, including a boycott of 
products made by the Swiss- 
based Nestle company, the 
largest baby-formula distrib 
utor in the third World. 

The boycott against Nestle 
Is being led by the Interfaith 
Center on Corporate Respon 
sibillty in New York, asso¬ 
ciated with the National 
Council of Churches, and the 
Third World Institute of the 
Newman Center in Minneap¬ 
olis. 

The boycott is supported 
by the Canadian Inter 
Church Committee on World 
Development Education, In¬ 
cluding its B.C. branch, rep¬ 
resenting the Anglican, Cath¬ 
olic, United, Presbyterian 
and Lutheran Churches. 

Nettle and other com¬ 
panies have enjoyed in¬ 
creased profits while en 


conragf ngmothers la 
developing countries to buy 
baby formula products they 
no doubt could ill afford, and 
In many cases, may not have 
required anyway 

Malnutrition (leading to. 
brain damage) and deaths > 
have been attributed to cases 
where expensive formula 
was diluted to make it last, 
and where no refrigerating 
facilities existed for pre 
pared formula. 

Baby deaths have been at 
tributed to dehydration from 
chronic diarrhea in cases 
where amoebic or bacterial 
infections were contrscted 
from formula made with im¬ 
pure water—impure water 
being a fact of life in most 
developing countries. Con¬ 
tamination of the bottle or 
nipple has been a factor in 
infant disease. 

Ironically, mother's milk 
contains antibodies that help 
infants resist infection and 
disease. A bottle-fed baby in 
conditions typical of most de¬ 
veloping countries ingests 
contamination with no pro¬ 
tection at all. 


B> the time symptoms of a 
bottle-fed baby's illness are 
diagnosed, the mother's own 
milk has usually stopped 
flowing. 

The Inter-Church Commit¬ 
tee says that “aggressive 
market development seems 
to be the name of the game.’’ 

Through mass advertising 
and aggressive sales tech¬ 
niques, such as the use of 
uniformed saleswomen 
variously known as “milk 
nurses” or “molhercraft 
workers.” Nestle and other 
companies have promoted 
their baby-formula products

tions. 

Leah Margulies of the In¬ 
terfaith Center for Corporate 
Responsibility said: “An 
economy based on consump¬ 
tion needs consumers. When 
the market Is saturated at 
home, the solution—look 
abroad for new and untapped 
markets. 

“This is exactly what has 
happened In the infant for¬ 
mula industry. 

“Massive sales campaigns 
presently encourage poor 
women around the world to 
abandon breast feeding for 
bottle feeding—a more ex- 

E ensive. complex and less 
ealthful method. 

“The result: increasing In¬ 
fant malnutrition and mortal¬ 
ity. 

“There could be no more 
dramatic illustration of cor¬ 
porations. hungry for profits, 
manufacturing a need that 
wasn’t there.’

The Nestle formula (Lac¬ 
togen) is not normally distri¬ 
buted in Canada, but formu¬ 
las mamifactured by other 
companies involved in profit¬ 
able Third World sales are 
distributed to materniu 
wards in Canada, including 
Victoria. 

In developing countries, 
advertising campaigns pro 
nioting the use of baby-for¬ 
mula products reach women 
in hospitals, urban slums and 
Milages. 

Doctors and clergy have 
questioned the ethics of ad¬ 
vocating bottlefeeding In 
Third World countries—and 
the industrialized world as 
well—when breastfeeding 
has been long considered the 
best food for baby. 

The Third World Institute 
In Minneapolis says only a 
small percentage of Third 
World mothers can’t breast¬ 
feed and require a formuta. 

Yet the formulas have been 
promoted to new and breast¬ 
feeding mothers as well, 
often in regions where fami¬ 
lies cannot even afford fuel to 
boil uiiir

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U.S. winding up for windmill power 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The U.S. Energy Department 
has awarded seven contracts 
worth a total $2.2 million for 
development of modern 
windmills able to supply a 
farm family’s electrical 
needs or light a mountain 
campsite. 

“Small wind-systems elec¬ 
tric generators, which once 
powered the first radios and 
refrigerators on American 
farms, have all but disap¬ 


peared from the country¬ 
side,” the department's an¬ 
nouncement said. 

“But new types of wind en¬ 
ergy- conversion systems for 
farms and rural homes are 
now being developed under a 
rapidly advancing ... pro¬ 
gram.” 

Windmills are classed as a 
type of solar energy because 
the sun’s heat is responsible 
for weather patterns that pro¬ 
duce wind. 


The contracts—more than 
half of them awarded to 
small firms—were issued by 
the energy department's 
Rocky Flats, Colo., wind re¬ 
search centre. Companies 
winning the competitive bid¬ 
ding ranged from tiny Wind- 
works, Inc., of Mukwango, 
Wis., to the huge United 
Technologies Research 
Centre in East Hartford, 
Conn. 

Each company will design 


and build a prototype of its 
proposed system during the 
next two years. The proto¬ 
types will then be tested at 
Rocky Flats. 

Contracts for four of the 
devices call for wind turbines 
capable of producing eight 
kilowatts of power in winds of 
32 k/mh 

“This is sufficient power to 
provide most of the needs of 
an average-size rural U.S 


household.” the department 
said. ‘‘In most cases, a back¬ 
up source of electricity, or 
storage batteries, would be 
needed to supply the remain¬ 
der of the home’s needs dur 
ing days with low wind.” 

The other three wind tur¬ 
bines will be high-reliability, 
one-kilowatt devices, accord 
ing to the department It said 
such turbines might be used 
for power at remote commu 


nications stations, seismic 
reporting stations, offshore 
navigation devices or camp¬ 
sites. 

‘'The ma,in thrust of the 
program is to develop a wind 
machine capable of with¬ 
standing harsh remote en¬ 
vironments. including wind 
speeds in excess of kmh. 
with maintenance limited to 
once or twice a year,” the 
department said

12-FOOT diameter disc of Cer-Vit. a special re- 
ramie prized for it* insensitivity to temperature changes, is 
the heart of what may be the world’s finest optical telescope 
It was some four year* ago that the disc, the primary 
mirror for a telescope to be erected in Hawaii, first ar¬ 
rived at the shop on Little Mountain 

Mirrors of this sine are not ground even- day; in fact 
there are only four in the world Much of the expertise 
that went into this mirror came from the scientists and 
technicians at the Dominion Astruphysical <>bscr\ator> 
on Little Mountain, who had to design tools and testing 
deuces to support the massive slab of ceramic and grind 
it into a parabolic shape with a tolerance of a quarter mil 
Month of an inch 

“You can't build something like this with just a couple of 
talents," chief optician Roy Dancey said Tuesday. 


AMONG THOSE WHO made special contribution* to the 
project were empneer George Brealey. who put together the 
one-of-a-kind tools, astronomer Don Andrews who de 
vigped measuring equ i p m ent to check the progress of the 
grinding, and astronomer Murray Fletcher who wrote 
computer programs to draw contour maps and other aids 
hosed on information from the tests 

The first year of the mirror blank's stay at Little Moun 
tain was preparing for grinding A spec ial turntable with 
inflatable air bags on top was put together to support the 
mirror The back of the 21-inch thick slab was ground 
and polished 

IN TOE NEXT PHASE of the operation, the mirror was 
turned face up and a diamond cutler run carefully across 
the rotating blank to do the rough grinding Fine grind 
mg and polishing was done by a two huge discs made of 
laminated plywood. Faced with a resin in which grinding 
and polishing materials were carefully set, they were 
. lowered onto the mirror blank and slowly rotated to give the

TOE FRENCH ARE building the telescope itself; the 
Canadians have made the optics and the dome which will 
house the telescope. Situated at M.ooo feet on the top of smog 
free Mauna Kea. the telescope should have ideal “see 
ing" conditions, enabling it to look further into the universe 
than has ever been done before, according to Dr. Gra 
ham Odgers, an associate director of the Canada-Fra nee-Ha 
wail Telescope Corporation.

Researchers 
watch 
on moth eggs 

\ three pronged effort will be mounted by federal 
agriculture officials to control the winter moth, re 
tenth identified as a major pest in the Capital Region 

Agriculture Canada entymologist Jack Arrand 
said his department will be using public education 
programs, insecticide research, and imported para 
sites to control the moth 

The larvae of the moth stripped the foliage off 
many oak and fruit trees in the Capital Region last 
year, and are expected lo come out in force this year. 
The larvae were originally thought lo be those of the 
spruce budworm. but dose investigation last fall 
revealed that they were actually winter moth larvae, a 
far more serious pest a 

Researcher* at the Saanich Agriculture Canada 
research station and the University of Victoria are 
carefully monitoring the eggs of the winter moth, and 
will be using press reports and advertisements to 
advise the public on the best times to spray, Arrand 
said 

They are also testing a variety of spraying 
methods and insecticides to determine which will In¬ 
most effective in controlling the pest. 

The forest research centre on Burnside has begun 
reseach on two European parasites which are natural 
enemies of the winter moth. While it is too late to intro, 
duce the parasites this year, they may be brought in in 
lime to control the winter moth population next year. 

“We feel from our experience in Nova Scotia, the 
only other place in Canada where the winter moth Is 
known to occur, that it can be controlled,'' Arrand

The Washington State transportation 
commission decided Tuesday to keep the 
sidnc\ Anacorles ferry run in operation 
this summer, and starting June 18 there 
will be two trips daily between the 
two point* 

Ralph W hite. deputy general manager 
of the state ferry system, said after the 
transportation commission bearing at 
Olympia. Wash.. that unless a "viable 
alternative" can be found and is ap 
proved by the commission, the 104) 
car ferry Evergreen State will continue 
operating the service between Vancou 
mt Island and the I S mainland. 

The seven-member commission heard 
briefs from the Anacortes Chamber of 
Commerce and the Mount Vernon Cham 
bcr. which also spoke for Sidney and 
Victoria in a bid to keep the ferry service 
operating between Sidney and Ana 
cortes 

Until the meeting Tuesday there was a 
distinct possibility the ferry service 
would be phased out and as late a* 
Monday the stale ferry authorities would 
not guarantee the run would be operating 
after June 17. The service was to have 
ceased last year but was given two 


reprieve* by Washington Gov Dixy Lee 
Ray 

White said the options that would be 
looked into and presented to the commis¬ 
sion included using a different ship 
on the route, and perhaps ( hanging the 
run schedules 

He stressed that the \es>el now the 
run is desperately needed on one of the 
commuter runs in the central Puget 

Sound area 

White noted that the six vessels cur¬ 
rently being built for tile slate ferry 
system will not be in operation for at 
least three years, and until that time the 
j,hips in the system will be working to 
capacity to handle the increasing vehicu 
lar traffic. 

Another possibility to be looked into is 
for the state to buy another vessel to be 
used on the Sidney Anacortes run. 

A bid by the Anacortes Chamber of 
Commerce to have the purchase of the 
vessel financed by the U.S federal eco¬ 
nomic development commission was 
turned down. Now the chamber Is going 
to seek financing for the proposed *hip 
purchase by the stale 

If this is approved and a ship I* bought 
in Europe, as was suggested lo the com 
mission, the vessel will be operated by 
the state ferry system.

Sewer service will be extended to 120 lots lying 
just outside the present boundaries of the network 
later this year. 

Couvelier said if an adequate supply of lots were 
available at any one time it would have a beneficial 
effect on prices. “If we don’t have enough lots 
available then lot prices will probably escalate." 

Tremayne said the potential of building lots in¬ 
cluded vacant lots and acreage lots 

A stock of lots sufficient to meet the needs of three 
years' supply should be available at all times, mean 
ing a stock of 1,850 lots should'be maintained at all 
times, be said.

Sundance meeting impasse 


A proposed $34,000 grant to 
the Visitor Information Centre may be the 
first casualty in an attempt by Victoria city 
council to avert a 10 per cent property tax in¬ 
crease. 

No actual cuts were made Monday when 
city council’s committee of the whole en 
tered the first round of trimming the pro 
liminary budget estimates, but the fate of 
the visitor centre grant seemed sealed. 

Finance committee chairman Aid. Mur 
ray Glazier made it clear to his colleagues 
that he wouldn t be upset if the proposed 
grant were deleted, or at least trimmed 
down. 

He said the information centre was doing 
very well financially and taxpayers needed 
a break more than the centre did 

Mayor Michael Young said the informa 
tjon centre performed some functions on be 
half of the city and should get some money 
by way of a grant but he, too. was against 
giving the organization the hill $34,000 grant. 


He said that several years ago the opera 
tions of the information centre were fin 
anced almost exclusively by the city, but an 
energetic promotion program, he added, 
had turned the picture around 

A large part of the centre's funds now 
comes from the sale of trade dollars, mem¬ 
berships and from provincial grants 

Monday's meeting was the first in a series 
scheduled for the next few weeks to reduce 
the budget estimates submitted by the city's 
various departments 

The estimates now call for an increase In 
spending of about $S.l million over last 
year's actual $41 million expenditure 

Although the city expects an Increase in 
revenues, levies from other levels of govern¬ 
ment. such as the school board and the 
Capital Region Board, will be higher this 
year, and the only way an anticipated 10 per 
cent tax increase can be averted is by 
trimming the city’s own expenditures. 


Northern job training 
essential, says report 


What happens when an Ir 
resistible force meets an im¬ 
movable object* 

Frustration, at the very 
least, was in the air Wednes 
day night as Greater Victoria 
school district trustees met 
with Sundance school sup 
porters to discuss the 
school’s future 

The “less-structured” 
school which emphasizes 
pupil choice and clone com¬ 
munication between teach¬ 
ers, pupils and parents has 
been stuck in its 1821 -vintage 
building since it opened in 
1871. and in the words of one 
teacher, the ‘ initial feeling of 
delight that we had some¬ 
where to put the program'' 
has been replaced by frustra¬ 
tion that the school's facili¬ 
ties prevent the program 
from either expanding or 
even fully developing at its 
current enrolment of about 
120 pupils. 

Unlike other schools at 
which public hearings have 
been held regarding possible 
school closures, Sundance 
does not have falling enrol¬ 
ment. The problem in its case 
is the inadequacy of the facil¬ 
ity, which has no gymnasi¬ 
um. a location along a noisy 


street, and Inadequate office, 
staff•vjptedical, storage, as¬ 
sembly. learning assistance 
and play space. In addition, 
the lighting is inadequate and 
sounds echo through the 
walls from room to room 
The school has a waiting 
list of 86 pupils, down mark 
edly from the 23$ on the list 
when the school first opened, 
primarily because many par¬ 
ents no longer see any point 
in sitting on the waiting list 
for several years, the school 
board was told. 

The options, as outlined by 
school district planner Evan 
Oakley, were to remain as at 
present, add up to two porta 
bies to the building, renovate, 
or move to a different and 
better location 
The first option was ob¬ 
viously not the first choice of 
parents and staff and the 
school. But the second would 
further reduce the outside 


play area, already minuscule 
at 1.2 acres, less the school 
itself, an annex used as a 
library and learning assis¬ 
tance area, and a parking lot. 
The third, schools superin¬ 
tendent Allan Stables said, 
would coat about $271 ,m and 
would never get approval 
from the education ministry. 


As for the last, the school 
board has not yet made any 
decisions about closing other 
schools. Bank Street Prima¬ 
ry, named In one school dis 
trict study as a possible al¬ 
ternative she for S u n dan c e, 
would be soluble, but K al¬ 
ready houses an alternative 
program with a strongly sup¬ 


portive pefkut grtwp 
Moving the pro gram to an¬ 
other location would be feasi¬ 
ble, given the fact that Sun 
dance pupils come front all 
over the district, and some 
from outside the district, but 
parents and staff rejected the 
ideal of sharing space with a 
different school program. 
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A new program of occupa 
tional training is needed in 
northwest B C. to counter an 
expected continuing high rate 
of unemployment, a report 
prepared by the economic de 
velopment ministry has con 
eluded

than 100.000 from its current 
76.000. 

The economic development 
ministry stressed that the re¬ 
port was not to be construed 
as an official policy statement 
of the government, but was to 
provide a foundation for plan¬ 
ning and encourage discus¬ 
sion of regional goals and 
ways of attaining them 
The report says that future 
economic prospects for Ter¬ 
race include little net in¬ 
crease in forest industry em¬ 
ployment. but continuing 
growth and sophistication in 
(he transportation, trade and 
service sectors. 

Prince Rupert's fishing and 
forest induries are expected 
tn remain fairly stable, with 
major expansion expected in 
the transportation sector.

The same- 
company sent out pints of 
fresh strawberries at one 
time to support the release of 
a new Straub* LP. 

Limited edition colored 
vinyl pressings of discs have 
become popular practice as 
well within the industry. Few 
of the colored lacquers reach 
the consumer, but they can 


break the hum drum of a 
day’s work It radio stations 
when vinyl has long lost its 
thrill. Among recent releases 
to get this treatment is Bob 
Welch’s French Kiss album, 
with the cover artwork 
pressed in full color right into 
the vinyl, 
vinyl. 

The same was done recent¬ 
ly with the Meal Loaf album 
produced by CBS. It was 
pressed in limited numbers 
and made available only to 
key radio station music 
directors 

One of the few gimmicks, in 
fad. to filter down to the 
general public in recent 
months is the Moody Blue 
album by Elvis Presley on 
RCA. A total of 30.000 copies 
of the blue vinyl pressings 


were made available in Can¬ 
ada. although the actual title 
went on to sell close to 100.000 
copies, according to RCA’s 
figures. 

Radio people generally 
agree that the gimmicks 
break the monotony, without 
affecting judgment, “but 
sometimes they do make you 
think a second time about a 
record.’’ said Brian Master 
at CHUM FM 

For record companies, the 
investment is well worth the 
trouble for this very reason. 
Competition is getting stiffer 
every year and. as ong pro 
motion man said: “Unless 
it’s Fleetwood Mac or Paul 
McCartney, these days you 
have to be innovative just to 
single out that one disc from 
the incoming pile.”

And now when the parties 
can’t reach agreement on a 
first contract, either labor or 
management can ask an ar¬ 
bitration panel to impose a 
pact.

before the team opens the 
season April 7. 

But at a news conference 
later Tuesday, Ray Kroc, 
owner of the National League 
baseball team, said Craig 
would be his new manager. 

Craig was offered a one 
year contract Tuesday night 
following the Padres’ 9-8 ex¬ 
hibition victory over San 
Francisco. 

Dark said he was shocked 
by the move. 

“It was such a nulck 
thing,” said the 56-yeffFold 
Dark, who had two years left 
on the contract he signed 
when he took over last May- 
30. succeeding John McNa 
mara. 

The Padres won 48 games 
and lost 65 under Dark and 
finished fifth in the National 
League’s West Division with 
an over all mark of €8-93. In 
spring exhibition games, they 
went 5-8 before Dark was told 
be was out. 

Players have complained 
openly that he called pitches 
from the bench, changed the 
lineup frequently and was 
distant, unlike McNamara, 
the Padres’ manager for 3t£

MONTREAL (CP) - 
Forty-one amateur hock¬ 
ey players in Quebec 
province lost their sight 
in one or both eyes during 
the 1975-77 season, while 
the year before 57 players 
were rendered blind or 
partially blind because of 
similar on-ice accidents 

This was one of the 
findings contained in the 
350-page Neron report 
pertaining to hockey vio¬ 
lence at the amateur 
level throughout the prm 
I nee. 

The report, commix 
stoned by the Quebec gov 
eminent at a cost of $67. 
772, was three years in 
the making and was com 
piled by a committee 


headed by Gilles Neron. a 
member of the physical 
education faculty at I’Cn- 
iverslte de Montreal. 

The French-language 
report, published in book 
form, was introduced at a 
news conference Tuesday 
by Neron accompanied 
bv Claude Charron. min 
ister of youth, leisure and 
sport The minister said a 
first run of 20.000 \ol 
times, priced at $3.75 
each, will be made avail¬ 
able to the public. 

Charron said he will 
supply his counterparts 
in the nine other prov 
inces an English-lan 
guage version of the re 
port 

In order to compile the 
report and arrive at the 


99 recommendations con¬ 
tained In the volume. 
Neron’s committee inter¬ 
viewed plasera at all 
amateur levels, as well as 
coaches, general manag 
ers, team owners, arena 
proprietors and parents 

Some of the recommen 
dations may prove star 
tling to these groups, long 
imbedded in the theory 
that “victory at any 
price’* should prevail in 
amateur hockey as well 
as at the professional 
level 

For example, the re 
port recommends that no 
statistical information, 
such as team standings 
and individual scoring 
statistics, should be kept 
or made public for ban 
tarn class C and below. 


It also suggests that the 
provincial government 
set up a ’’quasi-judicial" 
administrative body to 
look Into individual inci 
dents of violence in sport. 

Neron also would like 
the provicial justice de 
partment to modify the 
Civil Code articles applic 
able to hockey. 

At the same time he 
would have the federal 
goverment modify the 
Criminal Code articles 
applicable to the game 

The report calls on the 
Quebec courts to be less 
tolerant of "brutality in 
sports" and the "illegal 
pressures" sometimes 
placed on young players. 

The report also recom¬ 
mended that alcoholic 


beverages be banned 
from arenas during ama¬ 
teur hockey games. 

Another recommends 
tion was that the player 
starting a fight be ex 
pelled from the game. As 
well, his team should play 
at a numerical dlsadvan 
tage for the duration of 
the five minute major, as 
well as two additional mi¬ 
nutes for the minor in-' 
fraction, whether or not 
his team is scored 
against. 

The player drawing the 
penalty would be auto¬ 
matically suspended for 
his team's next game. 

Neron also recom¬ 
mended that all penalty 
boxes be completely pro¬ 
tected from the specta¬ 
tors.

NEW YORK (AP) — More 
than 1.000 members of Rev 
Sun Myung Moon’s Unifica¬ 
tion Church rallied Monday 
in front of the New York 
Times to protest its publica¬ 
tion of an article linking the 
church with the Korean Cen¬ 
tral Intelligence Agency 

Neil Salonen. U.S. presi 
dent of the church, said at a 
news conference earlier that 
the article had a “drastic ef 
feet on the reputation of the 
church and the dignity of its 
members.” 

The boisterous, hour long 
rally was held because “the 
members have a certain re 
sentment and they want to 
vent it somehow." Salonen 
said 

The Times story, published 
last Thursday, quoted U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency 
documents in the possession 
of a House of Representatives 
investigating committee as 
asserting that the Unification 
Church was founded in 1961 
by KCIA Director Kim Chong 
Pit “as a political tool.” 

Salonen told reporters 
Monday that the CIA docu¬ 
ment was “clearly labelled” 
as “unevaluated and tenta¬ 
tive.” He said the newspaper, 
in a Sunday article, charac¬ 
terized the document's asser¬ 
tions “as fact” and did not 
approach U.S. church offi¬ 
cials for comment. 

Times managing editor 
Seymour Topping declared 
that the story in question con¬ 
tained “the fact that the Uni¬ 
fication Church has denied 
any relations with the Korean 
government. The story 
speaks for itself. I don’t be¬ 
lieve there’s need for further 
comment.”

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Some fishing seasons grind to halt...but 


AFTER A WINTER of little outdoor activity, recu 
pirating from some major surgery in the fall, we at last 
have our mini«cruiser safely tied up at our dockside berth at 
Sooke Harbor Marina. But. it didn't come about smoothly 
We had a, little more than our share of the usual start-of 
the season troubles. 

The slime from weed growth on the aluminum bottom 
was quite a problem and as soon as we felt able and the 
weather cooperated we got under the boat with some SOS 
pads and a lot of elbow grease and thoroughly cleaned the 
bottom in preparation for painting it with TBTF anti fouling 
paint, which is the kind recommended for an aluminum 
boat. 

Last year the weed that clung to the bottom of the boat 
was a real problem. There were times we couldn't even 
get the boat to plane with the 100-horsepower motor. Thai 
called each time for pulling it out and scrubbing off the 
weed. This year 1 think 1 wHI do as fishing partner Frank 
Jenvey suggests ... take it to some fresh water and fish a 
lake for a couple of days. He says the saltwater weed will 
then fall off 

It wasn’t too easy for wife Taffy and I to crawl under the 
boat and paint it while still on the trailer, but we managed 

Then Jenvey, who is also my handy volunteer mechanic 
and boat adviser, came out and checked over the motors, 
greasing and oiling here and there, adjusting a little wiring, 
and those things that need to be done at the start of the 
boating season. 

Wife Taffy did the scrub-down and the boat should now 
stay shipshape until we haul aboard the first crab pot from 
the muddy bottom or catch our first mess of fish. 

. Then came the tackle overhaul. Brother Fred did a lot of 
work on my aging fishing rods. I took out all the lures and 
sorted them, mostly replacing them with new Teaser lures. 
Radiant Squirts, etc. The rest will get cleaned, re-tied and 
hooks replaced when I find the time. 

I rewired the holes in the crab trap 
♦ * * 

THE BIG DAY came when we were ready for the 
launch. Of course it would be raining cats and dogs. Last 
spring we built a new roundabout driveway, especially for 
the boat ../we dug it out by hand and spread three 
truckloads of gravel, with son-in-law Clayton Sidlick doing 
most of the heavy work, and a helping hand fromCB-friend 
Ham Karnes. 

It presents some tight turning with the motorhome and 
the boat behind — about 40 feet in all — but in the summer 
we had no problems. 

But the heavy spring rains created some problems — 
AND HOW! 

First one was to back the motorhome from the top 
(uphill) end down the driveway to hook onto the trailer. We 
didn't have enough space to back in from the top. because 
two arbutus trees, close together at the top end, just 
wouldn't give us enough manouvring space. So we tried to 
back in another way and got stuck in the gravel driveway. 

Frank suggested I drive in forwards and run on to the 
back lawn. 1 did ... and 1 got stuck in the lawn, really stuck 
several inches down. I slithered all over the lawn, digging up 
deep ruts in the process, managed to dodge a plum tree, but 
we had to cut down un apple tree before 1 could get out 

I needed a low and Frank brought his Cadillac up and we 
hooked on to a tow rope* and tow cable hooked together. But 
the angle was loo tight and Frank couldn’t gel enough 
leverage to pull us out. He got into a position where he 
couldn't move forward or backwards and the rope was so 
taut we couldn’t untie or unhook it. We had to cut the tow 
rope and with a shortened toe-line and his Caddy in a better 
position we did get the motorhome off the lawn and onto the 
driveway.

response from the starter. Mechanic Frank came to the 
rescue with a little bit of wire — really too light for the job — 
and he managed to bypass the starter solenoid and we got 
the motor running. And run It really did. We planed up to 
better than 30 miles an hour in a matter of seconds. 

Next day, wife Taffy and I went back to the boat. It 
started up fine at the dock. Second time we tried the starter 
it turned over slowly and it was just luck that eventually It 
turned over enough to start It. We now have the battery 
recharged and the solenoid replaced. 

Frank says he would have run the boat as It was because 
everything seemed okay. But. I am no mechanic and the 
best way I know to enjoy safe boating is to have everything 
in as good working order as possible. When in doubt replace 
it. 

Now as soon as I get that lawn and driveway rebuilt and 
have spent the next five weeks visiting King Fisherman 
Contest weigh-in stations to line up this year’s contest, I will 
be ready for some fishing.

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Caring for ailing mother runs sisters $50,000 in debt 

Socreds cold to their plea for aid with nursing costs 


By PAUL De GROOT 


The provincial long-term 
care program, with its prom 
is* of long-term care for $6.59 
a day. sounded great to many 
elderly people who saw their 
life savings dwindle away in 
pay ments to rest homes. 

To Aurelle Biggs and 
Marion Hanson, however, it 
sounded hollow With many 
years to go yet before they 
qualify for rest homes, the 
two sisters not only have no 
savings but are in the hole to 
the tune of about $50,000 


YOI MAY remember their 
rase; It was brought up in the 
Legislature by Dr. Scott Wal¬ 
lace. then MLA for Oak Bay. 
last summer Wallace sw*d in 
a letter to Health Minister 
Robert McClelland. “The perv 
pie of Canada have made It 
plain that they support the 
idea that no person should be 
financially ruined because of 
an illness. And yet. in this 
case, we have a situation 
where a lengthy and ongoing 
illness has In fact financially 
bankrupted two daughters, 
who in all good faith took their 
mother home and provided 
the care which their mother 
required, since sqch care 
could not be provided by the 
hospital service " 

To review the situation. 
Kli/abeth Sampson, then 85 
years old. was admitted to 
Victoria General Hospital in 
1970 with a condition which 
remains undiagnosed. She 
cannot move, and I* fed liq¬ 
uids through a tube down her 
nose. 

SHF WAS not really an 
•cole care patient, however, 
since her condition was quite 
stable, and the hospital want¬ 
ed her out to make way for 
people who were acutely ill. 

There were no beds avail 
abje in extended-care hospi¬ 
tals. the logical alternative, at 
the time, and rest homes were 
unwilling to take Mrs, Samp 
son when they heardabout her 
naso gastric tube feeding 
\\ hich required the serv ices of 
a registered nurse and a dieti 
cian. 

So. the two daughters, feel 


Ing that thgy had no choice but 
to accede to the pressure from 
the hospital, listened to their 
consciences and took their 
mother home. It was a $100.- 
000 mistake 

There, for more than IV* 
years, they ran a one-bed hos 
pital with around-the-clock 
nursing care, paying more 
than $500 a week for nursing 
services alone, and rapidly 
running up enormous bills 
which required re mortgag 
ing their home for $45,000 and 
taking out some $34,000 in 
bank loans. They also left 
well paying jobs to spend 
more time with their mother 

WHEN THE Gorge Road 
Hospital was completed. Mrs. 
Sampson was given a chance 
to go in. but she was running a 
fever at the time and there 
was fear that she could create 
problems for other patients In 
the hospital. On another occa 
sion, neither of the daughters 
was available when a bed 
became available, and the 
bed was given to another per 
sdn. Both times. Mrs. Samp 
son s name was bumped back 
lo the hottOHR of the list for 
extended care 

The sisters finally ap 
proached the provincial gov 
ernment. and although no 
long-term care program ex 
isted at the time, then health 
minister Dennis Cocke 
agreed to pay the cost of their 
mother’s care between Au 
gust of 1972, when he first 
heard about the case, and 
February of 1973, when Mrs. 
Sampson was re admitted to 
Royal Jubilee because her 
condition had worsened. She 
was subsequently admitted to 
the Gorge hospital, where she 
is today. 

IT WAS interest ing, the two 
sisters observed in an inter¬ 
view last week, that Cocke 
thought their situation war¬ 
ranted provincial assistance 
even though there was no 
long term care program, but 
the present government, with 
a program in the works for 
most of last year, has consis¬ 
tently refused even to listen to 
them. 

The government was also 


quick to reassura the families 
of long term care patients In 
hospital In February that 
even though they received let¬ 
ters cutting them off from 
medical services coverage, 
raising the spectre of their 
having to pay $165 a day for an 
acute-care bed. the govern 
ment really didn’t mean it. No 
one had been charged the 
full rate since the government 
took office in 1915, McClelland 
said at the time, “and we don't 
expect anyone to be ." 


THE RI LES have obvious 
ly changed, the two sisters 
say. The last correspondence 
they have on the matter Is a 
letter from McClelland stat¬ 
ing, “As a g reed, I have care¬ 
fully reviewed your request 
for further pay¬ 
ments ... After very careful 
consideration of your request 
I have come to the conclusion 
that I cannot recommend to 
the Treasury Board that the 
government reimburse you 
for those expenses to any 


greater extent than they al¬ 
ready have." 

The sisters are not at all 
certain which agreement 
McClelland upheld by making 
his review. The best bet Is that 
it was an agreement he made 
with Scott Wallace In the 
Legislature, but Wallace was 
never notified by McClelland 
that the review had taken 
place. He heard about It from 
the sisters. 

No agreement to review 
their case was ever made with 


the sisters directly. In fact, 
they say, they have been frus 
trated at every turn by lower 
level civil servants, who te¬ 
diously repeated. “I’m sorry, 
but that Is not within my 
purview." 

"I TOLD Marianne that if 
the next person we talked to 
said It was not within his 
purview I was going to laugh 
aloud. He did and I did." 
Aurelle said. 


"We thought they had 
learned a new word that day," 
Marianne said. 

But their financial state is 
no laughing matter, and the 
two are doggedly trying to 
keep their case alive to get out 
of debt. 

All they really want is a 
chance to put their case be 
fore the minister, they say. If 
they make a presentation on 
their own, the matter may 
be resolved. 


IN THE words of Wallace, 
in his letter to McClelland. 
“So often these days we hear 
of families who fail to accept 
responsibilities on behalf of 
their aging or sick parents, 
and we as politicians are all 
given to making this kind of 
criticism. 

“And yet here we have a 
very clear-cut situation 
where the opposite happened, 
namely two daughters very 
willingly and conscientiously 
took on the responsibility of 
caring for their mother, and 
all they have received in re 
turn is very severe financial 
hardship.” 


Patient backlog cut 


The big backlog of long¬ 
term care pgtients who still 
require assessment before 
they can be served by the 
provincial government's 
long-term care plan is gradu 
ally being reduced, according 
to the regional health office. 

All those currently receiv¬ 
ing care, and the facilities 
they were in. had been as 
sessed, deputy regional 
health officer Dr. Brian Allen 
said. Priority cases are re¬ 
ceiving assessment and 
placement within a matter of 
days. 

The time and complexity 
involved in making an assess 
ment of a patient’s condition 
was more than originally ex¬ 
pected, and in addition, the 
regional long-term care of¬ 


fice had been assessing ex¬ 
tended-care patients, who 
were not originally going to 
be Included in the program in 
its initial stages. To compen¬ 
sate, two additional assessors 
had been added to the staff. 
Allen said. 

About 89 per cent of the 
region’s long-term care faci¬ 
lities, representing more 
than 89 per cent of the beds, 
were in the program as of last 
week. Institutions that enter 
the program receive the per 
diem payments for their pa 
tients, who are required to 
pay only about $6.99 a day. 
and In turn the institution 
must permit all of Its admis¬ 
sions and assessments to be 
handled by the provincial 
long-term care program. 


The last provision was 
causing some problems, 
Allen said. 

“Some operators are still 
admitting their own patients, 
even though they have opted 
into the program. It causes 
chaos, because those people 
are not eligible for govern¬ 
ment assistance." 

“But all these things will b* 
ironed out in a few months.” 
he said

Clamps urged 
for Tsitika 


High-cost land report angers owners 


New logging practices 
should be developed for the 
Tsitika River Valley, the last 
virgin watershed on Vancou¬ 
ver Island’s east coast, an 
environmental coalition said 
Monday. 

The Committee to Extend 
the Moratorium said in a poli¬ 
cy statement that It waa not 
against future logging in the 
valley as long as cutting takes 
place under strict controls. 

The committee said it want 
ed the logging methods used 
to “be of an entirely new 
type . . pro people, pro wild¬ 
life. and pro environment." 

The group also said that 
any decision to log the Tsitika 
should be looked at in the 
general context of the over¬ 
cutting problem faced by the 
provincial forest industry 
Cutting plans for the area 
are nearing completion and 
once tentatively agreed on by 
the Tsitika River Integrated 
Resource Planning Commit 
tee, will go on public view in 
several Island communities 
and in Vancouver 
Final decision on the log 
ging will not be made until 
after the displays have been 
exhibited for two weeks. 

In calling for the new log¬ 
ging methods, the coalition 
committee criticised the 
planning committee for de¬ 
veloping plans for the area 
which lean too heavily to¬ 
ward the interests of the for 
est industry. 


The planning committee is 
comprised of representatives 
of the forest industry, the 
provincial forest service, fish 
and wildlife branch, federal 
fisheries and some outside 
groups. 


Don't log 
valley 
—author 

FERN1E (CP) — If the 
Akamina-Kishinena Valley 
just west of Walertoa Lakes 
National Park is logged, “you 
can kiss the last piece of wil¬ 
derness in southeast British 
Columbia goodbye." author 
naturalist Andy Russell said 
Monday. 

Russell told a public meet¬ 
ing that the valley, under con 
sideration for logging during 
the next three summers, has 
unmatched geological fea¬ 
tures. 

The B.C. forest service 
says beetle infested pine in 
the a* a must be logged with¬ 
in two years If its commercial 
value is to be retained. 

Dave Lewis, forester with 
Crow’s Nest Industries, the 
company which would log the 
area . told the audience: “We 
are not going to destroy the 
area." 


A majority of landowners 
in the proposed Royal Oak 
industrial zone are willing to 
sell serviced land at $2 to 
82.56 a square fool, a spokes 
man for the owners said 
Tuesday. 

Art Kool said the offer 
would be confirmed at a pub¬ 
lic hearing opening tonight on 
Saanich’s application to re 
zone 128-acres at Glanford 
and Vanalman for light in¬ 
dustrial use The hearing, ex¬ 


pected to wind up Thursday 
evening, is being held at the 
Garth Homer Achievement 
Centre 

Kool said the owners are 
Incensed over recent state¬ 
ments that land coats in the 
proposed park would be too 
nigh to attract developers. 

“Most of the 15 owners will 
sell serviced land at prices 
ranging from $2 to 82.50 per 
square foot; about 81 per cent 
of the land in the zone will be 


sold at this figure," Kool 
said. 

The owners, he said, 
strongly disputed informs 
tioo given Saanich aldermen 
recently by Capita! Region 
District planner Peter Ham 
mer that serviced land In 
Royal Oak would sell for 
around $4 a square foot, sub¬ 
stantially more expensive 
than areas of the Lower 
Mainland where industrial 


land is available for as little 
as 82.58 a square foot. 

Kool said letters from eight 
local and outside industries 
willing to locate in the new 
lone were given to council 
Tuesday. Some of the Indus 
trial concents already have 
operations In Greater Vic¬ 
toria and want to relocate so 
they can expand their busi 
ness, others are from Indus 
tries in other parts of the 


province wanting to locate In 
the Victoria area. 

The spokesman, who for¬ 
merly owned 25 acres in the 
proposed park, said he was 
not convinced that a plan by 
Mayor Mel Couvelier for an 
other industrial park site )n 
the municipality was feasi¬ 
ble 

The Wilkinson Road area 
(the alternative site proposed 
by the mayor) would be a 
good location, he said, but a 


considerable amount of 
money would be needed to 
upgrade the road to create a 
viable transportation net 
work, a highly desirable fac¬ 
tor for an Industrial park. 

Kool said two distinct in 
dustrial zones were needed in 
Saanich. The Royal Oak area 
to house light industry and a 
heavy industrial site to acco¬ 
mmodate excavation com 
panics and heavy industrial 
sales out leu.

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Anti Inflation Board relraxed 
a list this week of 21 more 
t ompanie* it says earned a 
total of 14.7tf.000 in excess 
revenues 

The latest list brings to 051 
the number of companies the 
hoard says earned a total ex 
cess of $161.748.000 since the 
anti-inflation program was 
impo%ed in October, 1075 

To comply with the anti in 
flation guides, the companies 
must agree to return the ex 
cess revenues to the market 
place through such measures 
as sales, price reductions or 
price freezes, or by absorbing 
higher costs. 

The guides require com 
parties to set their prices to 
cover allowable costs plus a 
limited margin of profit If 
profit margins exceed these 
guides a com pans is con 
sidered to have earned ex 
cess revenues that must be 
returned to the market 

Only 13 of the companies 
among those cited Monday 
permitted the Anti-Inflation 
Hoard to publish the amount 
of excess revenues they 
earned The others asked the 
hoard not to make that infor 
mation public

Fewer 
spies 
for chop 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The IS. Central Intelligence 
Agency says there will be 
fewer manpower cuts in the 
spy agency 's clandestine ser¬ 
vices than had been antici¬ 
pated—about 100 rather than 
ih« 00 planned originally 

Agency officials denied 
that widespread publicity 
and congressional pressures 
played a part in the decision 
in reduce the number of fir 
ings in the CIA’s directorate 
of operations - the unit con¬ 
cerned with oversea* opera¬ 
tions. 

When Stansfield Turner 
look over as director of cen 
tral intelligence a year ago 
he inherited plans to cut some 
1.500 positions from the oper¬ 
ations directorate which had 
grown rapidly during the 
Vietnam war. 

Turner triggered an ava 
lanche of criticism when he 
announced last October that 
820 operations directorate po 
si lions would be axed. 

Bureaucratic memos, 
which many called “brusque 
l\ and crudely worded.” went 
nUt to the first 212 persons, 
many of them long-time CIA 
veterans and some from the 
Second World War Office of 
Strategic Services. The 
agents went to reporters with 
their complaints. 

Another series was an 
nnunced Monday, and the 
CIA said only .50 persons 
might eventually lose their 
jobs out of ihe 212 notified 
last year and another 58 nr 
even fewer might be dis 
missed in ihe final group. 

The remainder are being 
taken care of by attrition, 
transfers to other jobs within 
the agency or other federal 
positions, retirement and res 
i gnat ions

power vary from 16.008 in 
22 000. with an estimated an 
nual budget of some $7.50 mil¬ 
lion to $8.50 million..

Psychologists should be 
careful about applying the 
label of hyperactive to a child 

And once they apply It. 
they should proceed with cau 
lion in treating it with drugs 
two psychologists told the 13th 
annual neuropsychology 
workshop at the University ol 
Victoria recently 

Ur Virginia Douglas, a ps> 

< hology professor at McGill 
University and senior psy¬ 
chologist at Montreal Chil 
dren's Hospital, said hy¬ 
peractivity is often mixed in 
with learning disabilities, and 
w hile there are cases in which 
they overlap, therapists 
should malle an effort to dis 
linguisli them, because if 
you re going to help a child 
you ha\e lo know what's 
wrong with him.” 

More and more, re¬ 
searchers are concluding that 
the key problem in hyperat 
live children is their inabilty 
to concentrate and pay atten 
tion. she said 

A followup of hyperactive 
children after five or 10 
years shows that they have 
grow n out of the high-energy 
behavior that gets them in 
troubfe with their parents, 
schoolmates and teachers 
Rut they continue to exhibit 
impulsiveness and (flatten 
lion 

Even in early Infancy the 
behavior of the hyperactive 
child is different, she aaid. 
While most active youngsters 
are exploring their own 
bodies and the world around 
them, the hyperactive child 
appears to be move from one 
activity to another without 
stopping to consider basic re 
lationships and conse 
quences 

Distractibility has always 
been considered to be one of 
the attributes of the hyperac 
live child, but it is also fre 
quenlly present in the learn 
ing disabled child. Dr. 
Douglas warned. The learn 
ingdisabled child may be dis 
tracted because he is having 
trouble doing the tests and

“they are hitting the child 
where he is weakest.” 

It is not unusual that they 
should be easily distracted 
when they are doing some¬ 
thing they are bad at, she 
said It is thus w rong to treat 
the learning-disabled child 
for an attention problem be¬ 
cause that ignores the disabil¬ 
ity itself, concentrating in¬ 
stead on the mechanism the 
child uses to avoid facing 
the disability. 

This could be the key to 
diagnosing true hyperacti¬ 
vity. she suggested. The 
learning-disabled child will 
be easily distracted when car 
rying out certain types of 
tasks, while the truly hy¬ 
peractive child will be Impul 
live and inattentive in every¬ 
thing. 

Although the data it “a 
mess." a number of recent 
studies have suggested that 
the hyperactive child needs a 
high degree of psychological 
arousal to function properly, 
she said. 

In one test, for instance, 
children performed a task 
while the rock group Led 
Zeppelin "bombed away” in 
the background. Learning- 
disabled children were dis¬ 
tracted by the noise but hy¬ 
peractive children did tlia 
task better 

“Rather than eliminating 
distraction, we might be 
wiser to provide stimulation 
that does not distract them.” 

That may be the mecha¬ 
nism behind Ritalin, the most 
commonly used drug for con 


trol of hyperactivity . Ritalin 
is actually a stimulant, hard 
ly the obvious thing to give a 
hyperactive child, but when 
he takes it his attention span 
increases and his academic 
scores rise. Dr Robert Spra 
gue. director of the Institute 
for Child Behavior and Devel 
opment at the University of 
Illinois told the workshop. 
Tranquillizers, on the other 
hand, have the opposite ef¬ 
fect 

Ritalin’* effect on hyperac 
live children has been known 
for some lime, and in the U.S. 
an estimated 600,000 children 
use it. .Sprague said. But care¬ 
ful research indicates that in 
many cases ihe drug is over 
prescribed 

The minimum dosage re¬ 
commended by the medical 
fraternity for most drugs is 
two milligrams for each kilo¬ 
gram of body weight. Below 
that, which is one part in one 
million, drugs are likely to 
have no effect at all. 

But psychoactive drugs act 


differently. Sprague said. 
Studies aimed at determining 
the effect of various dosages 
pf Ritalin on both academic 
performance and social be 
havior indicate that most hy 
peractive children will show 
a significant response to a 
dosage of one-tenth milligram 
for each kilogram of body 
weight. Academic perfor¬ 
mance appears to be best 
at a dosage of three-tenths 
milligram, one-seventh of the 
recommended dosage, while 
social behavior is best at 
about half a milligram, one 
quarter of Ihe recommends 
tion 

The philosophy at his clin¬ 
ic. Sprague said, is to give the 
least amount of the drug for 
the shortest time possible, 
and research has borne out 
its validity. While most re¬ 
search on Ritalin claims that 
it has no effect on heart func 
tion. for instance, research at 
the University of Illinois 
shows that it increases both 
heart rate and blood pressure.

and family physicians are not 
particularly reliable judges 
of a hyperactive child’s beha 
vior.

Dr. Suzanne D. Dixon, 
assistant professor of pe 
diatrics at the Uahrerstty 
:• of California at San Diego 
School of Medicine, said 
"negativism (in the tod 
dler) hits like a hurricane 
and Haves chaos In its 
S wake. Parents are caught 
off guard. And then the 
3 child turns right around 
and is cuddly and warm 
and charming again. 

“What’s behind the tur- 
moil? It's the transittoe 
from babyhood to inde- 
pendent toddler. It closely 
follows walking.” 

The world view has 
changed for the toddler 
“The toddler now can go 
where he wants, go when 
he want*, and walk away 
j: from things he dislikes 


and let everybody know 
about it. 

“Just watch the expres¬ 
sion of wild joy on the face 
of a toddler racing across 
the room. The child has a 
new sense of freedom and 
of power.** 

Then comet negativ¬ 
ism. said Dixon. 

“Negativism Is a la¬ 
boratory session conduct¬ 
ed by a small scientist 
who is testing his own 
power.” 

Dixon said the child Is 
trying to sort out who is in 
charge, and what he can 
or cannot do as a separate 
person. 

"When a toddler says 
‘No,’ it may mean some¬ 
thing very different,” she 
said. “It can mean, ’I 
want a say in what hap¬ 
pens to me; I want a part 
in decision making; I 
want to have a choice.* 
Sometimes It means. 
Let’s start talking.’”

YOUR GOOD HEALTH 


Dear Dr. Tbostesoa: I had 

a laminectomy for correction 
of a slipped disc. Now my 
wife gets upset when I talk 
about resuming golf and ten¬ 
nis. Have you any advice for 
someone in my circum¬ 
stances. who likes to be phys¬ 
ically active? I’m in my mid- 
50s. — D.P. 

You should have received 
some fairly specific advice 
from your own doctor about 
this If not return to him and 
get some. 

Generally, surgery for 
slipped disc is quite success¬ 
ful and the patient can re¬ 
sume normal activity within 
a couple of months. However, 
ywr activity should not in¬ 
clude really strenuous exer¬ 
cise, which may have 


brought on the problem to 
begin with. 

If spinal fusion was part of 
the surgery, your convales¬ 
cent period would be longer 
and the restrictions on activi¬ 
ty greater. 

Dear Dr. Tbostesou: I have 

a scar on my wrist caused 
from an operation for a bro¬ 
ken arm. Is there a salve or 
cream on the market to put 
on it to remove it? —Mrs. 
M.LJ. 

There are creams to make 
it less conspicuous, not to re¬ 
move the scar itself. Surgery 
and injection thereapy is 
available for removal. The 
scar should lose its glossiness 
with time (about a year 
usually), and it might blend 
in with surrounding skin

Dr. Richard Wurtman told doctors, educationists and 
experts in the field of nutrition at a symposium that recent 
findings show that diet-induced changes ‘have important 
physiological effects on such brain functions as sleep, food 
consumption, pain sensitivity and hormone secretion.” 

“Until we did this work. everybody, myself included, 
have told you that the brain regulates its own business and 
that the brain la so Important that it gets whatever it needs 
from circulation,” he said. 


But he said the hour-by-hour dependence of the brain on 
the level of nutrients In the blood Is a “very great excep^ 
tion.” since scientists assumed the brain got first pick of the

The Texada Island opera 
tion will see young plantation 
conifers treated with a hand- 
sprayed deer-repel lent mix¬ 
ture, which will “In no way" 
barm the deer.

The mixture to be spot- 
sprayed on alder stumps is 
two pounds of 2,4-D per 10 
gallons of oil carrier. 

The permit is for May 1 to 
Oct. 31. 

Council spokesman Shirley 
Duncan said the group op¬ 
posed the project, which was 
approved by the environment 
ministry’s pesticide control 
committee, for the following 
reasons: 

• There was danger from 
the toxicity of 2,4-D (2,4-dich 
lorophenoxyacetic acid) as 
well as the potential accumu¬ 
lated toxicity in animal tis¬ 
sue, including humans. 

• The proposed project 
was a non-essential use of the 
spray. 

• It crossed numerous wa¬ 
tersheds and rivers. 

• There was no local input 
before a permit was granted. 

• The ban on spraying 
within 10 metres of water¬ 
courses was completely un¬ 
acceptable. In the United 
States the spray-free area 
was half a mile. 

• The permit apparently 
had no weather restrictions 
on wind or rain or the time of 
application. There seemed to 
be little research done on 
alternative vegetative con¬ 
trols as had been done and 
used in other provinces such 
as Manitoba. 


• Clearing and planting 
could employ local people 
and local young people. 

Duncan said the council 
demanded that a review body 
be set up to check applica¬ 
tions before decisions were 
made to approve them. 

“These applications should 
be advertised legally as is 
required by private industry, 
and the review body should 
contain environmental inter¬ 
est groups, local experts and 
other concerned citizens."

Alcan damage threatens

A personal memo from a 
scientist hired by Alcan 
Smelters and Chemicals Ltd 
says fluoride damage from 
the Alcan smelter in Kitimat 
has predisposed trees to in 
sect attack. 

The memo is signed by 
CBC associate forestry pro¬ 
fessor Df Peter Murtha. who 
said last month that he didn’t 
have the data to associate 
tree damage in Kitimat with 
fluoride emissions 

A text of the memo was 
obtained by the Colonist. 

Dated Aug 29. 1977, ad 
dressed to Clint Carlson and 
Rill Ciesla of Ihe 1 S Forest 
Service in Montana, the 
memo says: 

“To Clint Carlson and Bill 
Ciesla Many thanks for the 
copies of-the publications 
They helped to substantiate 
« onclusions I have arrived at 
after investigating fluoride 
damage from the Alcan 
smelter at Kitimat, B.C. The 
same sequence—fumes, 
stressed trees predisponed to 


“oddball" insect attack, ions 
of significant numbers of 
trees from thn stands. 
Thanks, (signed) Petn 
Murtha 

Murtha confirmed this 
week in a telephone interview 
from Vancouver that he wrote 
the memo 

He said the memo was a 
“personal viewpoint which 
remains unsubstantiated." 
and asked that its contents 
not be disclosed 

Murtha was the author of a 
secret Alcan report on tree 
damage released to the Colo 
nist last month which said 
that similarities with other 
scientific findings “suggests 
that most of the damages 
could be related to the effects 
of fluoride.’’ 

Murtha last month at first 
refused to discuss the report, 
then said he didn't have the 
data to associate tree dam 
age in the Kitimat area with 
fluorides 

Alcan officials also refused 
to discuss the report with a 
reporter Alcan later wrote a 


letter to the Colonist denying 
the report was secret. 

Murtha said this week his

Garden Notes 


I think most home gardeners like to 
get a head start on the season by sowing 
a few of their seeds indoors, bringing 
them along in warmth so as to have a 
supply of sturdy young plants for setting 
out after the weather has become set 
tied. A greenhouse, or a cold frame 
with a soil-heating cable, can be a great 
help in such a project, but it is quite 
possible to raise healthy young plants 
without these aids, simply using a sunny 
windowsill. 

There are one or two precautions to 
be observed, though, and one of these is 
not to start vour seeds too earlv Even 
though your seed-raising windowsill 
may be sunny and bright, the plants 
won’t get as many hours of sunlight as 
they would in a proper greenhouse 
Moreover, the light comes from only 
one direction. If starved for sunshine 
over too long a period, baby plants 
become ‘ drawn'’ from reaching for in¬ 
adequate light, and they grow tall and 
spindly rather than short and stocky. 

Generally speaking. I don't like to 
see baby plants kept indoors much more 
than about six weeks for this reason, 
figuring from the time the seeds come 
up. If you know the approximate date 
for setting out the plants, you can figure 
backwards and calculate the sowing 
date. 


For example, let’s work out a sowing 
date for. say. tomato seeds. In early 
protected areas it is usually safe to set 
out tomato plants by the middle of May, 
although in low-lying frost pockets it is 
wiser to wait until June. In our case, 
let’s compromise and decide we ll do 
our planting over the Victoria Day holi¬ 
day weekend — say, on Saturday, May 
20 

^Figuring back six weeks from this 
date brings us to April 8. which is when 
we want our tomato seedlings to 
emerge. Tomato seeds take from 3 to 10 
days to germinate, so we’ll figure on 
another week and sow our seeds on 
Saturday. April l. 

Mind you. this is presuming your 
little tomato plants are going to be 
sitting indoors, on your sunny kitchen 
windowsill, for the whole six-week peri 
od; In a proper greenhouse, with its 
overhead and all round light, they could 
be started somewhat earlier without 
danger of developing spindly “drawn” 
plants. 

Even with windowsill culture, 
though, if you are prepared to do a little 
extra work and take a bit more trouble 
with your plants, you can advance your 
sowing dale by a week or more. What 
vou'must do in this case is see that your 
baby tomato plants get more light, more 
unobstructed sunshine, more fresh air 


and generally cooler conditions In the 
two or three week period before setting 
out the plants. 

About the best way to do this is to 
move your trays of seedlings outdoors 
during the sunny daylight hours, bring 
ing them back in again for the night to 
escape chilling The daytime tempera 
lure needn't be very high, for most 
of our commonly grown plants will 
make some growth, even if slowly, at 10 
degrees C. 

Some shelter will be needed from 
cold spring winds, though, for these can 
chill the plants and give them a set 
back; tomato plants in particular can 
sometimes be reluctant to resume 
growth after such a setback, just sitting 
there doing nothing at all for weeks on 
end 

They must be protected from heavy 
rain. too. which could batter tiny plants 
into the ground 

Toting trays for plants back and 
forth in this fashion, morning and eve 
ning, can be quite a bothersome chore, 
but this gradual acclimatization to nut 
door living makes for grand, sturdy 
little plants which will forge ahead in 
good style after planting out. 

While we have used tomato plants in 
this example, the general principle ap¬ 
plies to marigolds, petunias, peppers, 
cabbages or what have you.

"I can just see that moonlight shim 
mering on the water,” I once heard 
a lady sigh during intermission, after a 
famous concert pianist had finished 
playing Beethoven's “Moonlight” sona¬ 
ta. 

If so, she saw more than Beethoven 
did. The "Moonlight,” like most popu 
larly named musical compositions, was 
not knows as such to its composer, and 
Its imagery is purely a subjective sen 
sation. We read into classical music 
what we expect to find there, not what 
was written. 

This is equally true of good modern 
music. Aaron Copland’s prize-winning 
composition of 30 years ago. “Appala 
chian Spring,” was suggested by 
Maratha Graham, who wanted music 
for a ballet based on the Shaker reli¬ 
gious sect. 

Copland dutifully provided her with 
such music, which she herself named 
“Appalachian Spring” simply because 
she liked it. Ever since, however, Cop¬ 


land tells us. "people come up to me 
and tell me they can just see the Appla 
chian mountains and hear the spring in 
the music.” 

Except for special occasions, such as 
a coronation, classical composers write 
"abstract" music, that is. their ideas 
are musical, not visual or sensual or 
“programmatic.” All the greatest 
music is written this way; even Schu¬ 
bert’s famous "Trout" quintet has little 
to do with fish flickering through the 
brook water. 

My mother once told me about going 
to see George Arllss perform as Disraeli 
on the London stage. Arliss had 
sprained an arm, and was wearing a 
sling for a few performances. In the 
lobby afterwards, she heard one woman 
say. “I didn’t know Disraeli had a dis¬ 
abled arm.” whereupon her companion 
nodded knowledgeably, ”Oh, yes. he 
wore It in a sling most of his later life. ” 

What the public gets out of a produc 
tion of art, in almost any field, is onjy 
loosely connected to what the author pul 


in Throughout several centuries, most 
people read "Gulliver * Travels ’ as a 
fantasy or a children’s book, instead of 
the most devastating satire on the 
human race. And only«scientisls, philos¬ 
ophers. mathematicians and semanti 
cists appreciate the deeper vein running 
through the “Alice” books. 

All art is filtered through the feelings 
and minds of Its consumers. Once, on a 
cruise. James Thurber encountered a 
lady who was reading "Macbeth” for 
the first time. An avid mystery fan, she 
couldn't wait to finish and learn “who 
done it.” At the end. she couldn t 
believe it was the Macbeths “because it 
was too obvious.” 

And it may surprise many to learn 
that one of the most famous paintings of 
all time wasn’t even remotely titled 
“Whistler's Mother.” The artists named 
it “Arrangement in Gray and Black.” 
and it has no more to do with his mother 
than the Beethoven sonata has to do 
with the moon.

Steve Beatty of Birming¬ 
ham pulled off a neat swin- • 
die in hia play of today’s * 
interesting deal at the 
ACBL Fall National Cham¬ 
pionship Poor West didn't 
get to say ‘goodbye’ to his 
guarded king of trumps, 
but he did lose his chance 
to cash a club trick. 

The diamond Jack was 
ducked in dummy and 
East won the king. The 
heart ace was cashed to 
see how West liked that 
suit, but West's discourag¬ 
ing three produced a club 
switch, the play going: 
seven, four, queen, ace. 

Beatty studied for a few 
seconds and assumed that 
East had the club jack as 
well as the known heart 
ace and diamond king If 
he also held the king of 
spades, might he not have 
ventured a weakish third 
seat bid** 

Beatty decided he would 
have, so he played for the 
trump finesse to lose. A 
low spade was led to his 
ace and a low spade back. 
West swallowed the bait 
and dummy's spade 10 won 
the trick as West mur¬ 
mured unintelligible 
sounds under his breath. 

The stage was now set. A 
low diamond was led to 
declarer’s queen and an¬ 
other back to the ace. 
splitting the suit. Now 
dummy's fourth diamond 
fimshed the job as declarer 
threw his losing club.

DUNCAN — June 17 will probably still be the date for 
an amalgamation vote to be held between North Cowi 
chan and city of Duncan. This despite the deep divisions be¬

Meanwhile, owners and op¬ 
erators of residential care fa 
cillties in the Comox Valley 
have threatened to close their 
operations March 31 unless 
certain requirements are 
met.

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Kent damage suit supported 


WASHINGTON (L’Pl) - The 
U S. Supreme Court haft 
cleared the way for a ren 
ewed damage suit against 
Ohio officials by former Kent 
State students injured in the 
1970 disturbance and the fa¬ 
milies of those fatally shot by 
national guardsmen 

Without comment, the 
court rejected state officials 
appeal of a new-trial order 
issued last September by a 
three Judge panel of the 0th 
U S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The matter now goes back 
to U.S. District Judge Don 
Young, who heard the case in 
Cleveland. 

The circuit court*! order 
was based on a threat to the 
life and property of one of the 
jurors while the trial was in 
progress 

“The Intrusion in this case 
represents an attempt to per 
\ert our system of justice at 
HS \ery heart.' 1 the circuit 
court said. 

The opinion said it was an 
error for Young to determine 
on his own “that a Juror who 
had been threatened and as 
saulted and told that his 
home would be blown up 
could continue to serve, unaf 
fected bv these incidents ' 


The circuit court said 
Young himself should have 
questioned the man to deter¬ 
mine, among other things, 
whether he had discussed the 
matter with other jurpra, and 
especially whether he had 
disclosed how his assailant 
wanted him to vole. 

Instead. Young told the rest 
of the jurors about the threats 
and sequestered them for the 
rest of the trial 

The verdict was in favor of 
Governor James Rhodes and 
the' defendant officers and 
men of the Ohio National 
Guard 

Four students were killed 
In the shootings and nine in 
jured The guard was ordered 
to tne Kent State campus 
May 2, 1976. following the 
burning of an Army building 
Karller. stores in downtown 
Kent were looted 

The Supreme Court ruled In 
1974 that lower courts were 
wrong in abruptly dismissing 
the damage suit without trial 
The justices said the immuni 
tv of state officials was not 
absolute, and circumstances 
of guardsmen’s conduct 
should be explored 


Splinter operation 

Profit on houses 
not for the birds 


LEONIDAS. Mich (UP!) 
— Starling with a $.W) bank 
loan and braving occupation 
al hazards from splinters. 
Leonidas elementary school 
children have squeezed only 
a meagre profit so far from 
their thriving birdhouse as 
sembly line 

But the boss Is bragging 
about the lack of union trou 
hie. and back orders portend 
a strong finish for the fiscal 
\ear that will end abruptly 
this week. 

In early February, the 
Grade 4 and 5 students of 
Rick Cordes founded Better 
Built Bird Houses, a subsidi¬ 
ary of Leonidas Construction 
Co., as part of a career edu 
cation project. 

Sales took off almost as fast 
as the venture The students 
soon started taking their 
business seriously 
, “We've had no injuries yet 
except for a couple of sliv¬ 
ers,” Cordes said. “Wa 
haven't had any labor prob¬ 
lems. but we have paid atten¬ 
tion to what the coal strike 
has done to industn 

Initial capitalization was a 
$30 loan from the Citizens 
State Bank In Colon. As of 
Monday, sales of about 00 
birdhouses had generated a 
profit of $30. with the earn 
mgs expected to hit $«0 bv the 
end of production 

The initial funding went for 
wood screws, dowels, paint, 
hooks and office supplies 
Some interested parents don 
aled wood

puzzle 


ATLANTA. Ga (AP) — 
More than 50 dead crows, 
found distributed at regular 
intervals along the centre 
line of an Atlanta street Mon 
day. have authorities puzzled 
oxer how they got there 

“There ain't no way they 
would have walked out there 
and died on the centre line." 
firefighter J D Hicks said 
He speculated that-the big 
black birds were shot some¬ 
where else, then carried to 
Northside Drive and dumped 
there 

Some oT the crows had been 
run oxer by cars and it had 
not yet been determined 
whether they had been shot. 
Hicks said 

Bill Nichols, an Investiga 
tor for the Atlanta Humane 
Society, said. “It sounds to 
me like somebody’s put out 
cracked com with strych¬ 
nine. This has happened be¬ 
fore where they’ve had trou¬ 
ble with birds in an area. .. I 
realize that birds can some¬ 
times be a problem, but this 
is not the solution." 

He acknowledged that 
strychnine poisoning would 
not account for the distribu 
tion of carcasses. 

Nichols said there were two 
things involved in the case, 
which his office was Investi¬ 
gating: “. . . the cruelty as 
peel (and) a sanitation prob 
lem." 


As materials were collect 
ed. the classroom was divid 
ed into departments oversee 
ing sales, advertising and 
promotions, bookkeeping, 
manufacturing, packaging 
and shipping. 

"They’re a unique class." 
Cordes said “There aren t 
many who could handle this 
as well They're so well or 
ganized it’s a totally group 
effort.” 

The classroom production 
line, however, will not halt 
until completion of 45 bird 
houses selling for $1 50 each 
that are still on order 

The eventual fate of the 
profits will be decided in a 
manner that would make any 
industrial labor force envi¬ 
ous. 

“They haven’t decided 
yet,” Cordes said “They’ll 
have to vote on it.”

Drinkers switch to wines 


Sales of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages in B.C. last year totalled 
about $510 million, an 8.7 per 
cent increase over 197* con¬ 
sumption. with wine, the 
“drink of moderation” show¬ 
ing the greatest increase. 

Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Minister Kafe Mair 
said Tuesday that the provin 
cial government's policy of 
encouraging wine sales by- 
cutting prices appeared to be 
altering B C s drinking 
habits. 


“There was a 38-per-cent 
increase in wine sales from 
March 1977. when the policy 
was announced, to Decern 
ber. 1977. including a nine 
per-cent increase in sales of 
B.C. wines,” Mair said in a 
press release. 

During the same period, 
hard liquor sales went up 
only slightly, and sales of 
whisky, traditionally the best 
seller, dropped by two per 
cent. 

White wines accounted for

the most dramatic increase, 
with French whites ex 
periencing an 88 per cent rise 
in sales. Turnover of German 
white wines rose 68 per cent, 
while Italiaq whites showed a 
73 per cent increase. 

Mair admitted the volumes 
were not large, but said the 
percentage change on small 
base figures was a clear indi¬ 
cation of changing consumer 
tastes. 

The markup on local wine* 
was cut by 30 per cent and 
imported wines by 17 per cent 
last spring in an effort to 
encourage consumers to 
switch from hard liquor and 


support the B.C. wine Indus 
fry 

“The lowering of wine 
prices obviously contributed 
to the shift in sales,” Mair 
said, adding that there was a 
world-wide trend toward 
light colored beverages such 
as white wines, vodka, gin 
and white rum, and a swing 
away from whisky and dark 
rum. 

“No responsible govern¬ 
ment is going to pat itself on 
the back when liquor con¬ 
sumption increases.’’ Mair 
said, but “any indication that 
consumers are turning to less 
potent beverages is certainly 
welcome.”

Cambodia’s brand of revolution 


BELGRADE (AP) — Cambodia's brand of revolu¬ 
tion means a land where money has been abo¬ 
lished. cities deserted, fashion reduced to one black 
suit issued by the state annually to each person—and 
where it is hard to get girls to smile, Yugoslav jour 
nalists report. 

Reporters from this Communist country were the 
first foreign journalists admitted to Cambodia since 
the 1975 Communist takeover of the Indochinese na 
tion of 8.5 million persons. 

In a story published Tuesday after a two-week visit, 
Dragoslav Rancic, correspondent of the Belgrade 
daily Politika, described life on the Leaj Bo copper 
ative in the southern Takeo province Its 10,000 resi 
dents come from the now empty city of Takeo 

They are among several million city dwellers or 
dered into rural areas, leaving behind empty or near 


empty cities by the Khmer Rouge authorities, who 
have renamed the country Kampuchea. 

The new government explains the massive re¬ 
settlement as a move to foil a U.S. plan aimed 
at “destroying our revolution/' 

In an earlier report Rancic described the capital 
Phnom Penh, a once bustling city of 2 million 
persons. 

It is now a bureaucratic centre with an esti 
mated 20,000 population—the national bank a heap 
of nibble, the library a storehouse, no public mail 
system, no cars, and where the eight remaining, 
mainly Communist, foreign embassies have no tel¬ 
ephone linkup with the foreign ministry. 

At Leaj Bo, one of the agricultural co-operatives 
that comprise the basic social and political units of 


the new society, wrote Rancic, there appeared to ba 
no food shortage. 

Explaining that everyone was equal, officials told 
him the state issues each person with 719 pounds of 
rice, 14 pounds of salt and a black suit annually 

Co-operatives exchange products at state-deter 
mined rates, there is no money in circulation, and 
the currency, the riel, is used only for “accounting 
books." Rancic reported. 

Rancic said he met 959 of the Leaj Bo res¬ 
idents in a crowded hall, men and women seated se¬ 
parately. 

“We had certain problems in trying to induce the 
girls to smile while we were taking pictures," 
Rancic wrote. 

The most impressive projects, Rancic reported, 
were dozens of dams and irrigation systems being 
built by workers in “mobile brigades." 


Hydro dispute 

Unofficial 
truce J 
descends

An unofficial truce descended on the tripie-threat 
B.C. Hydro dispute Tuesday, paving the way for what 
appears to be a trouble-free week 


Hydro and the three unions 
battling for new contracts 
have agreed to meet next 
Tuesday and union officials 
have indicated it is highly 
unlikely any job action will be 
taken in the meantime 
"I certainly wouldn't ex¬ 
pect it/’ said Mike Flem¬ 
ming. president of the Vic- 
toria local of the 
Amalgamated Transit Union. 
“It wouldn't appear too sen¬ 
sible at this time." 
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Fred Trotter, president of 
the major B.C. local of the 
Office and Technical Employ 
ees Union, agreed. It was 
Trotter’s job to try to set up 
a meeting with Hydro for the 
three unions after 3.500 ATU 
members went back to work 
without a new contract Mon¬ 
day. halting what had been a 
one-week transit strike in Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver. 

With both Hydro and the 
provincial government pre¬ 
pared to sit back and let the 
strike continue, ATU officials 
said the union found itself in a 
“no win" position. 

There were indications of a 
change in strategy that would 
include various types of job 
action, but union officials 
have dismissed this as “noth¬ 
ing more than suggestions." 

If any of the suggestions 
do develop into specific ac¬ 
tions, it won’t likely occur 
now until after the represen¬ 
tatives of the three unions 
have met with Hydro repre 
sentatives, including general 
manager J.N. Olsen. 

Olsen has said Tuesday's 
meeting won’t spell a begin¬ 
ning to a new round of nego¬ 
tiations. 

Trotter said the purpose of 
the meeting is to “review the 
situation and discuss the cur¬ 
rent impasse." The Easter 
holiday weekend was the rea¬ 
son for the delay, he said. 

Various issues remain 
unresolved for the ATU, 
OTEU and one local, of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers. 

In the case of the transit 
employees, the problem re¬ 
volves around hours of work 
and control of the spa reboa rd.

Odyssey 'by air ends

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — Royal Air 
Force pilot David Cyster landed his anti¬ 
quated biplane at Sydney's International 
Airport toaay, ending a 16.000-kilometer solo 
flight from Britain to commeorate the first 
such flight 50 years ago. 

The 37-year-old Cyster. flying an open- 
cockpit Tiger Moth, was given a heavy es¬ 
cort of private aircraft and helicopters as he 
flew to Sydney early today from an Aus 
tralian Air Force base north of Sydney. 

At Sydney airport, Syster was greeted 
by his wife Cherry, who has been follow¬ 
ing him on his trip. He told reporters he 
would not want to undertake such an adven¬ 
ture again. 

“There’d have to be a jolly good reason 
to do It. I’ve thoroughly enjoyed it," the 


pilot said. "I would not have missed it for the 
world, but there’d have to be a good 
reason, my word." 

Cyster. a flight lieutenant In the RAF. 
landed in Darwin on March 11 after a 33-day 
journey from Britain to mark the 50th anni 
versary of the first such solo flight by Aus¬ 
tralian avaiation pioneer Bert Hinkler. 

Hinkler had made the same flight in only 
15 and one-half days in an Avro biplane, but 
Cyster was repeatedly delayed by weather, 
maintenace on the vintage Tiger Moth 
and what he described as the “form-filling 
required for air travel these days." 

Cyster told reporters he now is ready to 
go back to work with the RAF, who had 
given him leave for his trip. He and his wife

BREST, France (AP) — Millions more gallons of 
oil poured through new holes in the tanks of the 
supertanker Amoco Cadiz, raising doubts that a plan 
to pump the shattered ship dry could ever be 
carried out. 


An official French report 
Tuesday night said all the oil 
pollution is within five kilo¬ 
metres of the north Brittany 
coast and extending about 96 
kilometres east of the wreck 
into the English Channel to 
the Bay of Lannion. 

With more stormy weather 
on the way, the situation was 
described as “grim" by a 
source close to the ship’s U.S. 
owner. 

The tanker already has 
spilled between 20 million 
and 38 million gallons of its 
55-million-gallon cargo along 
the northwest coast of 
France, said Admiral Jac 
ques Coulondres. command 
er of the anti-pollution efforts 
here. 

Earlier reports put the 
cargo at nearly 98 million 
gallons. 

A French navy spokesman 
said several of the vessel’s 15 
tanks were breached by 
Tuesday’s rough seas, in ad¬ 
dition to four that had broken 
earlier. There was no reliable 
estimate how much addition 
al oil the new breaks would 
release or of how much they 
still contained. 

Next Sunday high spring 
tides will almost cover the 
wreck, forcing a halt to any 
pumping operations that 
have started by then. 

American Oil Co. officials 
whose subsidiary owns the 
ship refused to agree or dis¬ 
agree with a claim by the 
West Gentian tug company 
that attempted to rescue the 
tanker. The tug company 
said all possible efforts had 
been made, but were defeat¬ 
ed by the forces of nature. 

There have been charges 
the towing of the disabled 
ship may have been delayed 
while the captains of the two 
vessels haggled over a towing 
price. 

The Bugsier Towing Co. of 
Hamburg called the reports 
“unqualified slander’’ and 
said the tug helped the disa¬ 
bled ship for two hours with 
out agreeing on a price. 

Gale-force winds and 
waves scouring the beaches 
were cleaning most of the 
polluted coast south of the 
wreck but a huge oil slick was 
being washed onto the north 
Brittany coast near Roscoff 
at the mouth of the English 
Channel. 

It has not been determined 
what effect, if any. this will 
have on the region’s fishing 
industry, which is threatened 
by the spill. 

About 25 British and 
French vessels sprayed oil 
patches at sea but Coulondres 
said little could be done to 
combat the coastal pollution 
as the chemical dispersants 
used at sea were banned 
close in for ecological rea¬ 
sons.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - 
The U.S. Geological Survey 
on Tuesday reported an 
earthquake measuring 6.8 on 
the Richter scale centred 
near the Kuril islands in the 
northwestern Pacific. 

A spokesman said the 
quake occurred at 7:50 p.m. 
EST Tuesday in a highly seis¬ 
mic area off the coast of the 
Kuril islands about 480 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of the Japa 
nese island of Hokkaido. 

A quake measuring more 
than six on the open-ended 
Richter scale will cause dam¬ 
age to populated areas. But 
the spokesman said because 
of the remoteness of the area, 
no significant damage or in 
juries arc likely to have oc¬ 
curred. 


B.C. can no longer afford it , chief forester sa ys 

No more forest parks? 


No more forest land should 
be set aside for parks in B.C., 
Ted Young, the province’s 
chief forester, said Tuesday. 

Young, head of the govern¬ 
ment’s forest service, told 
the annual meeting of the 
woodlands section of the Ca¬ 
nadian Pulp and Paper Asso¬ 
ciation in Montreal that B.C. 
“can no longer afford to set 
aside huge tracts of land for 
single-use preservation.” 

“I am referring to parks, 
wilderness areas, etc.,** 
Young said. A copy of his 


speech was distributed in ad¬ 
vance. 

“Not only can we no longer 
afford to do so, but such lux¬ 
ury is absolutely unneces¬ 
sary. We have not only 19 
million acres in parks al¬ 
ready but ... a further 27 
million acres in alpine forest 
and scrub timber. 

“These 27 million acres 
form the greatest natural re¬ 
creational playground imag¬ 
inable. Do not forget there is 
a further 54 million acres in 
barren, alpine and swamp. I 
maintain that British Colum¬ 


bia already has 91 million 
acres of wild land that will 
never be touched by logging 
or industrial activity, except 
possibly a little mining. 

“There is sufficient un¬ 
touched wild land that all an¬ 
imal species should be secure 
if wise game regulations and 
management is practised " 

Young gave the speech 
when Forest Minister Tom 
Waterland was unable to 
travel to Montreal. Water- 
land was unavailable for 
comment on whether he 
agreed with Young's re¬ 


marks and on whether they 
constituted government poli¬ 
cy. 

The head of the forest ser¬ 
vice’s information division, 
Hugh Lyons, said in Victoria 
Tuesday that he didn’t know 
if Young was articulating 
government policy in the 
Montreal speech. 

“That’s what Ted said, and 
if that’s what he said, he’s the 
chief forester." Lyons said

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Nanaimo, CUPE trying to save jobs for students

NANAIMO — A meeting Thursday, March 23, be 
iween the city of Nanaimo's labor relations committee 
and Canadian Union of Public Employees Local 401 
will tackle the task of saving as many as 73 summer 
jobs for local students 

Aid. Alex Virostko. chairman of the committee. 
Monday night asked city council for authorization to 
negotiate up to one mill ($136,OtO) to create the jobs 
The union has said it will not endorse application 
for the federal Young Canada Works program unless 
the city pays the students $6 86. double the rate set out 
by the program 

The city would be responsible for the extra costs, 
raising Nanaimo's expense from $14,589 to $63,301 The 
Nanaimo Young Canada Works program would pro 
vide 23 summer jobs for students 

Also being considered is a provincial program that 
could allow the city to hire as many as 50 students. The 
city’s cost of $30,000 could be raised to $139,000. if union 
demands were met 

Total increase in cost for the two programs would 
be $157,712, to meet union demands of increased pay 
Virostko asked for council’* permission to negoti 


ate with the union for up to one mill, or $136,000. to get 
the programs approved. 

Virostko said that even though this is supposed to 
be a year that the city is holding the line on its budget, 
he believed taxpayers would not begrudge one mill if it 
were providing 73 summer jobs for students 

He noted that the union would still have to lower its 
demands since $136,000 would not pay for the program 
under current union demands 

But other aldermen did not agree with authorizing 
the one mill now The council agreed only to ask 
Virostko to attempt to negotiate better terms with the 
union, and then return with the deal to council. 

A finance committee report pointed out that even 
if the program went ahead at the lower rates, the 
$44,589 required for the programs could mean layoffs 
of regular city staff later in the year, because of this 
year’s tight budgeting. 

Chairman of the finance committee Mayor Frank 
Ney had recommended that the programs be scrapped 

But. said Virostko. if council approved the extra 
mill rate, the student jobs could be provided without 
jeopardizing Regular staff jobs 

The school board budget is going up eight mills. 
Virostko said, and the public has accepted that. He 


said he believed the public would also understand why 
the city was raising its rate one mill for the student 
jobs 

City treasurer Bob Rowledge pointed out that the 
$6.86 was a higher rate than some of the staff in city 
hall were receiving. 

Aid. Ray Brookbarfk said that the jobs, which were 
. being created for young people, would never be union 
positions and that they were not the types of jobs that 
could command the $6.86 rate 

He said the city should attempt to negotiate the 
rates, saying that the $6.86 was not a reasonable 
demand, and that he was concerned that the union 
would put the city in the position it has 

Mayor Ney said that those concerned about jobs 
should worry about promoting the Duke Point project, 
so that more permanent jobs could be created in the 
Nanaimo area 

One-half to three-quarters of the high school gra 
duating class leaves town because there are no jobs in 
Nanaimo, Ney said “It's time people with regular 
jobs, who are holding up development with their 
complaints, think about the others without jobs." 

The labor committee will meet with CUPE Thurs 
day to attempt to negotiate a lower rate. 

In other business, the council agreed to send a 


delegation to Ottawa to lobby for the Duke Point 
development, when the time is right 

The council agreed with a recommendation from 
its Commercial and Industrial Development Commit¬ 
tee that such a delegation should go to Ottawa, but 
aldermen decided that the council would pick the 
three-member delegation and decide when the time 
was right to send th*delegation 

The cruise ship Prince George may find a home in 
Nanaimo, at the spot it has been occupying for more 
than a year. The Wong brothers, who own the ship, 
have asked city council about the possibility of hooking 
up the ship to the sewer system from its present 
moorage, on Marathon Realty property. The city has 
referred the request to the regional board, since 
the ship would hook up to a regional system pipe. 

The Wongs said that they were interested in begin 
ning operation of the ship as a floating restaurant. The 
ship has sat idle at the moorage next to the old CPR 
property while the Wongs have attempted to find a 
permanent moorage for it, or to sell it. 

The council approved two contracts for animal 
pounds, one with the SPCA for its dog and cat pound on 
Harewood Road, for one year for $81,000 The other, 
with William Judson of Jinglepot Road, will provide a 
large animal pound for the city.

Non-graduates to receive 
special course certificate

DUNCAN — Cowichan and 
Chemainus secondary’ school 
students failing to graduate 
Grade 12 and receive their 
provincial government or 
'Dogwood Diploma', will now 
receive a .School District 65 
certificate 

The certificate will show 
those courses that the student 
has successfully completed at 
the Grade 11 or 12 level. 
Currently, a student who fails 
to graduate has only report 
cards Unlike the graduation 
certificate, the report cards 
show both the courses passed 
and failed. 

Bert Morgans director of 
education, outlined new pro 
posed program changes to 
trustees of School Board Dis¬ 
trict 65 Monday night. 

He said the new program 
involves three streams for 


students —enriched, core and 
modified. The ‘enriched’ and 
the ‘core’ programs can lead 
to graduation. Generally, the 
modified program will lead to 
a school leaving certificate at 
the end of Grade 12. However, 
there is provision for students 
to move from the ‘modified’ 
program to the ‘core’ pro¬ 
gram. 

Peter Owen, supervisor of 
secondary education, said the 
program was designed to 
meet the requirements of 
those students with definite 
learning disabilities, but who 
have the desire to continue 
their schooling. 

He said the standards at 
senior secondary are consis¬ 
tently being undermined to 
accommodate those students 
who would normally fail. This 
new program would also take 
care of this problem 

Trustee Dave Haywood, op 
posed to the new program. 


Vote on merger 
still set for June 

DUNCAN — June 17 will probably still be the date for 
an amalgamation vote to be held between North Cowi 
chan and city of Duncan This despite the deep divisions be 
tween pro amalgamation and anti amalgamation aldermen 
on both councils 

Council's joint amalgamation committee approved 
Monday night a nine-member council, should amalgama 
lion take place. A mayor and four aldermen would be 
elected at large Two aldermen would be elected from 
the north end of the municipality and two from the south 
enji. including the present city of Duncan. 

Duncan's new city hall would become the new seat of 
government, with the current Chemainus municipal office 
upgraded to serve the north end. 

It was also suggested by committee members that 
North Cowichan's present municipal hall, five kilometres 
north of Duncan, could be used as a new police building, 
providing a considerable saving to the taxpayers 

Committee members will report back to their respei 
tive councils and a further joint meeting has been set to 
make final plans for the June referendum

The first, a maintenance 
program, would allow for the 
hiring of two university and 
six high school students, two 
to work in the administration 
and education offices, with 
the balance of work in mainte 
nance. The university stu 
dents would be used as 
grounds personnel, two for 
Venetian blind and drapery 
repair and the remainder as 
maintenance and journey¬ 
man helpers 

The second program sug¬ 
gested would assist young 
children to kindergarten age 
who have exceptional prob¬ 
lems. The program which is 
essentially a games program, 
ss ill also attempt to tackle 
some of the children's percep 
tual problems. 

The program would hire a 
similar amount of students, 
university and high school, 
but with the addition of a 
consultant supervisor. 

The consultant supervisor 


would provide expertise and 
would be available to the pro 
gram throughout the sum 
mer. 

The university students 
would do much of the initial 
screening and programming 
and would be responsible to 
the consultant supervisor. 
The high school students 
would work with and under 
the direction of the university 
students and the consultant 
supervisor 

The students would be paid 
the same as teacher aides 
(CUPE): $4.62 per hour. The 
difference between the min 
istry of labor reimbursement 
of $3.20 an hour for the total 
project is $5,000. of which 
$4,000 would be student sa¬ 
laries and $1,000 for the con 
sultant supervisor. The $5,000 
to be funded by the board. 

The board adopted the lat¬ 
ter program, as members 
thought it would be more ben¬ 
eficial for the students em¬ 
ployed. 

The board agreed in princi¬ 
ple and will send a letter to 
Cowichan Valley Regional 
District Board that they pur 
chase 27.5 acres of beach 
property, owned by Mr and 
Mrs. Ray Gallagher. 

Mr. Gallagher appeared be 
fore the board and said his 
property, known as Brandy 
wine Farm, would be ideal for 
park or school purposes. He 
said the price he was offering 
it to the CVRD was $70,000 
below its own recent apprais 
al. He said the complete par¬ 
cel of land was 62 acres at 
$225,000, but the 27.5 acres of 
sandy beaches could be 
bought separately by the 
CVRD for $182,000 

Chairman Alan Hussey 
said: “We would be very 
happy to have access to this 
type of property for our school 
children, but we cannot go 
further than to give this our 
approval in principle.” 


COURTENAY - At least 
one group of senior citizens is

However, recently the Gla¬ 
cier View Home became a 
regional responsibility and 
still later a committee of dis¬ 
trict-wide representation was 
set up to look into all aspects 
of senior citizens housing 

Because the committee has 
been working to date, without 
public meetings being called, 
although one is now being set 
up. Hyde says, “no better au 


thority on the future of this 
property can be determined 
than by the people who will 
have to occupy it in future 

years.” 

Hyde also told the regional 
board “both from an ethical 
and legal point of view this 
propertv belongs to Branch

Blencoe l*lls council 
that of 17 B C municipalities 
surveyed. Victoria allocates 
* the smallest part of the over¬ 
all budget to recreation. 

According to the list con 
lained in Blencoe's report. 
Oak Bay leads the field with 
21.1 per cent of last year’s 
total budget committed to re¬ 
creational services; on a per 
capita basis, that comes to 
*7 K 17 

Victoria, by comparison, 
spent only 4 1 per cent of its 
entire budget on recreational 
■services; the pcr-capita fig 
uro for Victoria was $19.23. 

Blencoe said in an inter 
\ lew that Oak Bay was 
‘probably out of line” but he 
pointed to Cranbrook as a 
good example of a municipal 
ity offering better recreation¬ 
al scr\ Ices than Victoria 

His list shows Cranbrook 
spending 7.8 per cent of its 
budget or $37.30 per capita on 
recreational services. 

Blencoe says in his report 
that he wants city council to 
view recreation as ‘ an essen¬ 
tial service.”

Larry Tickner, the inaa al¬ 
most everybody forgot 
about—tpcluding the Oak 
Bay voters—took a rather 
brave look at the future Mon¬ 
day night and said he and his 
Socialist Party of Canada 
would be back to fight an¬ 
other day. 

“As small as it is, that 
piece of the socialist spec 
trum is ours, and that is 
what we’ll build on,” the 47- 
year-old carpenter said. 

It’s a pretty humble kind 
of beginning for any kind 
of political building. Tickner 
polled only 52 votes That’s 
only two more than the num¬ 
ber of names he required to 
put the official stamp on his 
nomination. 

With this kind of support, 
the home-spun philosopher 
was quickly lost in the shuffle 
as the evening wore on. A 
Vancouver TV report listing 
fhfe candidates didn’t even 
mention Tickner. Later, as 
the results were being given, 
he disappeared from some 
radio reports.

Money abolished , cities deserted , no smiles 

Cambodia’s brand of revolution 


BELGRADE (AP) — Cambodia's brand of revolu 
tion means a land where money has been atxv 
lished. cities deserted, fashion reduced to one black 
suit issued by the state annually to each person—and 
where It Is hard to get girls to smile, Yugoslav jour¬ 
nalists report 

Reporters from this Communist country were the 
first foreign journalists admitted to Cambodia since 
the 1975 Communist takeover of the Indochinese na¬ 
tion of 8.5 million persons. 

In a story published Tuesday after a two-week visit. 
Dragoslav Rancic, correspondent of the Belgrade 
daily Politika, described life on the Leaj Bo co-oper 
ative in the southern Takeo province. Its 10.000 resi 
dents come from the now empty city of Takeo 

They are among several million city dwellers or 
dered into rural areas, leaving behind empty or near 


empty cities by the Khmer Rouge authorities, who 
have renamed the country Kampuchea. 

The new government explains the massive re¬ 
settlement as a move to foil a U S. plan aimed 
at “destroying our revolution.’’ 

In an eartier report, Rancic described the capital 
PhnomvPenh. a once bustling city of 2 million 
persons. 

It Is now a bureaucratic centre with an esti¬ 
mated 20.000 population—the national bank a heap 
of rubble, the library a storehouse, no public mail 
system, no cars, and where the eight remaining, 
mainly Communist, foreign embassies have no tel 
ephone linkup with the foreign ministry 

At Leaj Bo, one of the agricultural co-operatives 
that comprise the basic social and political units of 


the new society, wrote Rancic. there appeared to be 
no food shortage 

Explaining that everyone was equal, officials told 
him the state issues each person with 700 pounds of 
rice, 14 pounds of salt and a black suit annually 

Co-operatives exchange products at state-deter 
mined rates, there is no money in circulation, and 
the currency, the riel, is used only for “accounting 
books/’ Rancic reported. 

Rancic said he met 650 of the Leaj Bo res 
idents In a crowded hall, men and women seated se¬ 
parately. 

“We had certain problems in trying to induce the 
girls to smile while we were taking pictures.” 
Rancic wrote. 

The most impressive projects. Rancic reported, 
were dozens of dams and irrigation systems being 
built by workers in “mobile brigades.”

BREST, France (AP) — Millions more gallons of 
oil poured through new holes in the tanks of the 
supertanker Amoco Cadfz, raising doubts that a plan 
to pump the shattered ship dry could ever be 
carried out. 


Hydro and the three unions 
battling for new contracts 
have agreed to meet next 
Tuesday and union officials 
have indicated it is highly 
unlikely any job action will be 
taken in the meantime 
“1 certainly wouldn't ex¬ 
pert it. ’ said Mike Flem¬ 
ming. president of the Vic- 
toria local of the 
Amalgamated Transit Union. 
“It wouldn’t appear too sen¬ 
sible at this time.” 
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Fred Trotter, president of 
the major B.C. local of the 
Office and Technical Employ¬ 
ees Union, agreed. It was 
Trotter’s job to try to set up 
a meeting with Hydro for the' 
three unions after 3.500 ATU 
members went back to work 
without a new contract Mon¬ 
day. halting what had been a 
one-week transit strike in Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver 

With both Hydro and the 
provincial government pre¬ 
pared to sit back and let the 
strike continue. ATU officials 
said the union found itself in a 
“no win” position. 

There were indications of a 
change in strategy that would 
include various types of job 
action, but union officials 
have dismissed this as “noth¬ 
ing more than suggestions.” 

If any of the suggestions 
do develop into specific ac¬ 
tions. it won t likely occur 
now until after the represen¬ 
tatives of the three unions 
have met with Hydro repre¬ 
sentatives. including general 
manager J.N. Olsen. 

Olsen has said Tuesday's 
meeting won t speil a begin 
ning to a new round of nego 
tiations. 

Trotter said the purpose of 
the meeting is to “review the 
situation an# discuss the cur¬ 
rent impasse.” The Easter 
holiday weekend was the rea¬ 
son for the delay, he said. 

Various issues remain 
unresolved for the ATU, 
OTEU and one local of the 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers. 

In the case of the transit 
employees, the problem re¬ 
volves around hours of work 
and control of the spa reboard, 
a system under which work is 
assigned in peak transit 
hours.

WASHINGTON (UP!) - 
Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and President Carter 
opened their two day crisis 
summit with grim formality 
Tuesday and held overtime 
talks on the disputes besel- 
ting U.S.-Israeli relations 
In welcoming remarks that 
seemed cool and strained on 
both sides, the two leaders 
made the customary pledges 
of devotion to the the search 
for Middle East peace but 
indicated that process has 
been badly damaged by the 
Palestinian terrorist attack 
in Tel Aviv and Israel's inva¬ 
sion of Lebanon. 

They conferred for two 
hours and 10 minutes in the 
Oval Office — nearly an hour 
longer than scheduled for the 
first meeting — before Begin 
left for meetings with House 
and Senate foreign policy 
leaders.

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An official French repori 
Tuesday night said all the oil 
pollution is within five kilo 
metres of the north Brittan> 
coast and extending about % 
kilometres east of the wreck 
into the English Channel to 
the Bay of Lannion.

Earlier reports put the 
cargo at nearly 68 million 
gallons. 

A French navy spokesman 
said several of the vessel’s 15 
tanks were breached bv 
Tuesday's rough seas, in ad 
dition to four that had broken 
earlier. There was no reliable 
estimate how much addition 
al oil the new breaks would 
release or of how much they 
still contained. 

Next Sunday high spring 
tides will almost cover the 
wreck, forcing a halt to any 
pumping operations that 
have started by then. 

American Oil Co. officials 
whose subsidiary owns the 
ship refused to agree or dis¬ 
agree with a claim by the 
West German tug company 
that attempted to rescue the 
tanker. The tug company 
said all possible efforts had 
been made, but were defeat¬ 
ed by the forces of nature 

There have been charges 
the towing of the disabled 
ship may have been delayed 
while the captains of the two 
vessels haggled over a towing 
price. 

The Bugsier Towing Co. of 
Hamburg calk'd the reports 
“unqualified slander” and 
said the tug helped the disa 
bled ship for two hours with 
out agreeing on a price. 

Gale-force winds and 
waves scouring the beaches 
were cleaning most of the 
polluted coast south of the 
wreck but a huge oil slick was 
being washed onto the north 
Brittany coast near Roscoff 
at the mouth of the English 
Channel 

It has not been determined 
what effect, if any. this will 
have on the region's fishing 
industry, which is threatened 
by the spill. 

About 25 British and 
French vessels sprayed oW 
patches at sea but Coulondres 
said little could be done to 
combat the coastal pollution 
as the chemical dispersants 
used at sea were banned 
close In for ecological rea¬ 
sons.

The 37-year-old Cyster. flying an open- 
cockpit Tiger Moth, was given a heavy es¬ 
cort of private aircraft and helicopters as he 
flew to Sydney early today from an Aus 
tralian Air Force base north of Sydney. 

At Sydney airport. Syster was greeted 
by his wife Cherry,, who has been follow¬ 
ing him on his trip. He told reporters he 
would not want to undertake such an adven¬ 
ture again. 

“There'd have to be a jolly good reason 
to do it. I’ve thoroughly enjoyed it.” the 


pilot said. “I would not have missed it for the 
world, but there'd have to be a good 
reason, my word.” 

Cyster. a flight lieutenant in, the RAF. 
landed in Darwin on March 11 after a 33-dav 
journey from Britain to mark the 50th anni 
versary of the first such solo flight by Aus 
tralian aviation pioneer Bert Hinkler 

Hinkler had made the same flight in only 
1$ and one-half days in an Avro biplane, hut 
Cyster was repeatedly delayed by weather,

No more forest land should 
be set aside for parks in B.C., 
Ted Young, the province's 
chief forester, said Tuesday. 

Young, head of the govern¬ 
ment’s forest service, told 
the annual meeting of the 
woodlands section of the Ca¬ 
nadian Pulp and Paper Asso¬ 
ciation in Montreal that B.C. 
“can no longer afford to set 
aside huge tracts of land for 
single-use preservation.” 

“1 am referring to parks, 
wilderness areas, etc .” 
Young said. A copy of his 


speech was distributed in ad¬ 
vance. 

“Not only can we no longer 
afford to do so. but such lux¬ 
ury is absolutely unneces¬ 
sary. We have not only 10 
million acres in parks al¬ 
ready but ... a further 27 
million acres in alpine forest 
and scrub timber 

“These 27 million acres 
form the greatest natural re¬ 
creational playground imag¬ 
inable. Do not forget there is 
a further 54 million acres in 
barren, alpine and swamp. I 
maintain that British Colum 


bia already has 91 million 
acres of wild land that will 
never be touched by logging 
or industrial activity, except 
possibly a little mining. 

“There is sufficient un¬ 
touched wild land that all an¬ 
imal species should be secure 
if wise game regulations and 
management is practised.” 

Young gave the speech 
when Forest Minister Tom 
Waterland was unable to 
travel to Montreal Water- 
land was unavailable for 
comment on whether he 
agreed with Young’s re¬ 


marks and on whether they 
constituted government poli¬ 
cy.

Much of the expertise 
that went into this mirror came from the scientists and 
technicians at the Dominion Astrophysical Observaton 
on Little Mountain, who had to design tools and testing 
devices to support the massive slab of ceramic and grind 
it into a parabolic shape with a tolerance of a quarter mil¬ 
lionth of an inch

Researchers

on moth eggs 

\ three pronged effort will be mounted by federal 
agriculture officials to control the winter moth, re¬ 
cently identified as a major pest in the Capital Region 

Agriculture Canada entvmologist Jack Arrand 
said his department will be using public education 
programs, insecticide research, and imported para 
sites to control the moth 

The larvae of the moth stripped the foliage off 
many oak and fruit trees in the Capital Region last 
year and are expected to come out in force this year. 
The larvae were originally thought to be those of the 
spruce budworm. but close investigation last fall 
revealed that they were actually winter moth larvae, a 
far more serious pest 

Researchers at the Saanich Agriculture Canada 
research station and the University of Victoria are 
carefully monitoring the eggs of the winter moth, and 
will be using press reports and advertisements to 
advise the public on the best times to spray. Arrand 
said. % 

They are also testing a variety of spraying 
methods and insecticides to determine which dfill be 
most effective in controlling the pest. 

The forest research centre on Burnside has begun 
reseach on two European parasites which are natural 
enemies of the winter moth While it is too late to intro 
duce the parasites this year, they may be brought in in 
time to control the winter moth population next year 
We feel from our experience in Nova Scotia, the 
onlv other place in Canada where the winter moth is 
known to occur, that it can be controlled, ' Arrand 
said

The Washington State transportation 
commission decidedTuesday to keep the 
Sidney Anaeortes ferry run in operation 
this summer, and starting June 18 there 
will be two trips daily between the

Ralph White.deputy general manager 
of lhe stale ferry system, said after the 
transportation commission hearing at 
Olympia. Wash., that unless a “viable 
alternative" can be found and is ap 
proved by the commission, the 100 
car ferry Evergreen State will continue 
operating the service between Vancou 
ver Island and the U.S. mainland 

The seven-member commission heard 
briefs from the Anaeortes Chamber of 
Commerce and the Mount Vernon Cham 
her, which also spoke for Sidney and 
Victoria in a bid to keep the ferry sen ice 
operating between Sidney and Ana 
cortes. 

Until the meeting Tuesday there was a 
distinct possibility the ferry service 
would be phased out and as late as 
Monday the state ferry authorities would 
not guarantee the run would be operating 
after June 17 The service was to have 
ceased last year but was given two 


reprieves by Washington Go' Dixy Lee 
Ray 

White said the options that would be 
looked into and presented to the commis¬ 
sion ii\cluded using a different ship 
on the route, and perhaps changing the 
run schedules 

He stressed that the vessel now on the 
run is desperately needed on one of the 
commuter runs in the central Puget 

Sound area 

White noted that the six vessels cur-r 
rently being built for the state ferry 
system will not be in operation fur al 
least three years, and until that time the 
ships in the system will lx* working to 
capacity to handle the increasing vehicu¬ 
lar traffic.

A bid by the Anaeortes Chamber of 
Commerce to have the purchase of the 
vessel financed by the U.S. federal eco¬ 
nomic development commission was 
turned dowTi. Now the chamber Is going 
to seek financing for the proposed ship 
purchase by the state 

If this is approved and a ship is bought 
in Europe, as was suggested to the com 
mission, the vessel will be operated by 
the state ferry system.

Vacant lots in sewered areas of Saanich must be 
built on in preference to extending the sewer enter 
prise boundary, council’s planning committee was 
told Tuesday 

The action is needed to eliminate a shortage of 
building sites available in the municipality, adminis 
trator William Tremayne said in a report. 

The shortage could be about 850 lots, in the next 
few months, he said. 

The report was requested by Mayor Mel Couve- 
iier so that council eould decide On extensions to the 
sewer enterprise area 


Sewer service will be extended to 120 lots lying 
just outside the present boundaries of the network 
later this year 

Couvelier said if an adequate supply of lots were 
available at any one time it would have a beneficial 
effect on prices. “If we don't have enough lots 
available then lot prices will probably escalate." 

Tremayne said the potential of building lots in 
eluded vacant lots and acreage lots. 

A stock of lots sufficient to meet the needs of three 
years' supply should be available at all times, m.ean 
ing a stock of ],tt0 lots should be maintained at all 
times, he said.
